May it Please Your Excellency, 

We have the honour, pursuant to statute, to present 
this our Twenty-ninth Annual Report on the condition of the 
prisons and prisoners within our jurisdiction, and with respect 
to the registration of criminals ; also our Seventh Annual 
Report on the State Inebriate Reformatory. 


Prisons and Prisoners. 

The number of prisoners committed to prisons in Ireland Numb«r of 
during 1906 was 31,865, and the daily average number in prisoner., 
custody was 2,541, a decrease of 873 in the number of com- 
mitments, and a decrease of 60 in the daily average number 
compared with the previous year. 
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The following table shows in a comparative form the 
number of prisoners in Irish prisons during the past ten 
years : —

This table includes 97 prisoners committed as Debtors or 
under Civil process during 1906, being an increase of 22 on 
the previous year. 

The number of prisoners committed to bridewells during 
the year 1906 was 434, a decrease of 68 on the number for the 
previous year. Of these 214 were received under sentence of 
4 days or less, and 220 on remand, 126 of the latter being 
afterwards committed to local prisons. 

The proportion of prisoners sent to prison on conviction for 
drunkenness to the total number of convicted prisoners com- 
mitted continues to decrease. In 1902 the proportion was 
about SO per cent. , in 1905 it had fallen to 43 per cent. , and 
in 1906 there has been a further decrease to 41 per cent. 

We are glad to be able to record a decrease in the number 
of Juveniles, i.e., prisoners under 16 years of age, committed 
to prison, the figures for 1906, viz., 155, being the lowest for 
the past ten years. 

Of the 155 juvenile prisoners received in prison during 
1906, 18, who were committed on remand or for trial, were 
discharged from Courts or remained untried at end of year. 
The remaining 137 were dealt with as follows : — 

68 were sentenced to imprisonment for terms varying 
from 24 hours to 6 months ; 

12 were discharged under the Summary Jurisdiction over 

Children (Ireland) Act, 1884; and 17 under the Pro- 
bation of Hirst Offenders Act, 1887 ; 

20 were sent to Reformatories and 7 to Industrial 
Schools ; 

13 were fined, bound to keep the peace, etc.

None of these eight children had been previously convicted. 

In addition to the cases noted above of children under the 
age of 12 years committed to prison, the Governor of Mount- 
joy Prison has called special attention to the cases of four 
Juveniles, aged respectively 14 X V, 14J, 14J, and 15 years, 
who were committed to his custody during the year, two of 
them for playing football in the street, and the other two foi 
bathing in the public view, the sentence in each case being 
Is. fine or 4 days’ imprisonment. 
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viii 

There has been a decrease in the number of military pri- 
soners committed during the year, but an increase in the 
number of naval prisoners, the figures for 1906 being 78 
military and 72 naval, as compared with 118 military and 29 
naval in 1905. 

During 1906, 3,019 prisoners committed in default of pay- 
ing fines secured a remission of portion of their imprisonment 
by payment of part of fine. The total number of days of im- 
prisonment thus remitted amounted to 13,068 and the amount 
paid was T817 2s. 9 d. 

There was very little zymotic disease amongst prisoners, 
except influenza; there was no case of typhus, and only two 
cases of typhoid fever. 

There were eight deaths amongst local prisoners. There was 
also a case where a man died in prison after expiration of 
sentence. Three of these deaths followed acute pneumonia, 
one, inflammation of the bowels and right lung ; one, haemorr- 
hage after childbirth, one, emphysema and chronic bronchitis, 
one, venous congestion of brain, and one was a case of suicide 
by strangulation. There were two deaths amongst convicts, 
one from pleurisy, and one from exhaustion supervening on 
cancer of rectum. Forty prisoners were released from local 
prisons on medical grounds before the expiration of their sen- 
tences, of whom thirteen were women who were near their 
confinement, and two were released from the convict prisons. 

Seventy insane prisoners were transferred from local prisons 
to Lunatic Asylums. Of this number forty-one were insane 
on reception , twelve had been ordered to be detained during the 
pleasure of His Majesty or the Lord Lieutenant as having 
been insane at the time of committing the offence or being 
incapable of pleading, while of the remainder two were suffer- 
ing on reception from delusions and one from delirium 
tremens, two were of low mental type or condition, and in one 
case the mental condition was doubtful. Two insane con- 
victs were transferred to Dundrum Criminal Lunatic Asylum ; 
one of them was eccentric and the other mentally deficient oil 
reception. 

The usual particulars of the offences and punishments of 
prisoners are given in the Appendix. A comparison with the 
similar returns of previous years shows a steady progressive 
decrease in the number of prison offences for several years 
past. There was no case of corporal punishment during the 
year. 

The Visiting Committees of Prisons have as in previous 
years rendered valuable assistance to the Board. 
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A table showing the number of visits paid by members of ^siting

Nine visits were paid to Maryborough Convict Prison by 
the four Visitors appointed by Your Excellency, one member 
visiting on each occasion ; and one visit was paid to the convict 
division of Mount joy Prison by the Visitors appointed for that 
prison, both members being present. 

During the year the Visiting Committees of the Prisons at Lectures. 
Castlebar and Dundalk made arrangements, with the ap- 
proval of the Board, for the delivery of one lecture at each 
prison on the subject of “ Temperance.” It is to be hoped 
that the Visiting Committees of other prisons will take ad- 
vantage of the power conferred on them by the rules in this 
respect. 

Having regard to the proposals which have been made from indeterminate 
time to time for legislation to enable the passing of indeter- Sentences - 
minate sentences on habitual criminals, the subjoined extract 
from the Report for the year 1905 of the Comptroller-General 
of Prisons in New South Wales is of interest : — 

“Another measure passed towards the close of the year deals with 
“the professional criminal. In order to allow this person to have 
‘ ‘ occasional runs between sentences, both life and property have been 
“exposed to great risks. No good was done to the individual by turn- 
“ ing him out uncured, and an undoubted wrong was done to the com- 
“ munity. At length this unwise procedure has been altered by the 
“ Habitual Criminals Act. It provides that when a person 
‘ ‘ is convicted of an indictable offence, and has been previously so 
“convicted for similar classes of offences on at least three occasions 
“ (on two occasions in certain cases), he may be declared an habitual 
“ criminal, as part of the sentence. In this way such a criminal serves 
“the definite portion of his sentence, say, five years, under ordinary 
prison conditions, at the expiration of which he enters upon the 
“ indeterminate portion. In this latter stage, the conditions of gaol 
“ life are relaxed so far as- is possible, consistent with security of 
“ detention, and the preservation of good order. Release will be ob- 
tained when reform has been accomplished and when suitable employ - 
“ ment has been obtained, and then only on probation and subject to 
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“conditions framed in the interests of the subject and of the public 
“ alike. Up to the present, ten habitual criminals have been sentenced 
“under the Act, all of whom have for years past inflicted much harm 
“upon the community. The provisions of the Act have been made 
“ known by the gaol authorities to all those serving other sentences, 
“ so that the ‘ professional 1 will not be able to plead ignorance if again 
“ convicted. There can be no doubt as to the wholesome deterrency of 
“ this law, and the effect which it is producing on the criminal classes.’’ 

Following the lines of the scheme known in England as the 
“Borstal System,” a new departure has been made in this 
country during the year in the treatment of male convicted 
criminal prisoners between the ages of 16 and 21 years with 
’a view of bringing special reformatory influences to bear on 
them before they have become hardened in a course of crime. 
At present the new treatment is applied to those male 
juvenile-adults who are sentenced to nine months and up- 
wards, this being considered the shortest period which will 
give the treatment a reasonable chance of succeeding. Such 
prisoners are transferred from the different prisons in Ireland 
to a portion of Clonmel Prison which has been specially set 
apart and fitted up for their reception. 

The strictness of the ordinary prison routine is somewhat 
modified in their case. They receive special instruction in 
useful trades and industries, have physical drill in addition 
to walking exercise, receive special attention from the 
Governor, Schoolmaster, and Chaplains, have a library of 
specially selected books, receive a better dietary and can earn 
more gratuity than the ordinary prisoner, and on promotion 
to the “ special ’ ’ grade have extra furniture in their cells 
and are allowed a certain amount of association in a recrea- 
tion room. They may also be specially recommended to the 
Executive for release before expiration of sentence where 
they would be likely to benefit by such release. 

A Prisoners’ Aid Society has been formed at Clonmel with 
a view of assisting these prisoners, on discharge, to obtain a 
good start in life, this being an essential part of the system, 
and the Prisons Board have obtained the sanction of the 
Treasury for making special grants of money in deserving 
cases to supplement the assistance of the Aid Society. 

It is now to the advantage of juvenile-adults to receive sen- 
tences of nine months or upwards, as it gives them the oppor- 
tunity of benefiting by reformatory treatment. 

The number of female juvenile adults is too small to treat 
them similarly. 

During the year new rules have been made in regard to 
long-sentenced convicts. Under these rules the case of every 
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convict whose sentence of Penal Servitude is in excess of 10 
years is brought forward when the convict has served at least 
7} years and has also earned by good conduct and industry the 
marks representing 10 years, with a view to Your Excellency’s 
deciding whether the convict shall receive certain special 
privileges. 

These privileges include the earning of gratuity at a special 
rate and the use of portion of such gratuity, subject to pre- 
scribed regulations for the purchase of certain articles, e.g., 
biscuits, jam, etc., from the prison store. 

The case of every convict who receives such special privi- 
leges is also to be submitted to the Board three months before 
the convict’s release with reports from the Governor and 
Chaplain as to the arrangements which can be made for the 
convict’s care on discharge and with a view to prevent his 
relapse into crime, together with a recommendation as to the 
disposal of the balance of his gratuity. 

The number of convicts to whom these rules have up to the 
present been applied has necessarily been limited, but so far 
the rules have worked well. 

Particulars relating to the industries carried on in Irish 
prisons will be found in the Appendix. The valuation of pri- 1 u 
soners’ labour in the cases of articles manufactured for prisons 
or othej Government Departments has this year been cal- 
culated on a new and reduced scale, viz., by a per article rate 
instead of as heretofore by a per diem rate. 

The following are the chief prison employments : — Males — 
Gardening, Tailoring, Shoemaking, Carpentry, Smithing, 
Weaving, Brushmaking, Matmaking, Woodcutting, Sack and 
Bag making, Stonebreaking ; and in Dublin and Cork — 
Baking ; Females — Dressmaking, Sewing, Knitting, Laundry 
Work. 

Many of the articles required for the Prisons Service are 
manufactured by Prison labour, including brushes, uniform 
for male and female officers, clothing for prisoners, boots and 
shoes, articles of bedding for prisoners, including mattresses 
and blankets. A considerable amount of building work lias 
also been carried out by prison labour. Agriculture has been 
continued at Maryborough and other prisons where there is 
suitable land available, this being considered one of the best 
forms of employment for prisoners. 

The class of “Juvenile Adults” at Clonmel Prison has 
been mainly employed at carpentry and gardening. The kste 
work most industriously and several have already 
considerable skill in carpentry. 
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In connection with the subject of prison industries the 
Visiting Committee of Mountjoy Prison in their report for the 
year 1906-7 make the following statement : — 

“The Committee have to express approval of the growth of the 
“system inaugurated by the Prisons Board some years ago, whereby in 
“lieu of oakum picking the prisoners are provided with employment of 
1 1 a remunerative nature, thus tending towards their mental and 
“physical improvement, and enabling them, when they leave Prison, 
“ to earn an honest living should they feel so disposed to do.” 

The prison buildings are in good condition. 

During the year the number of Prisoners’ Aid Societies has 
been further increased by the establishment of the Clonmel 
Prisoners’ Aid Society, which, as stated above, has been 
formed in connection with the class of juvenile adult pri- 
soners at Clonmel Prison. As the number of juvenile adult 
prisoners discharged up to the present has been small, the 
scope of this Society’s work has been necessarily limited, but 
the outlook is promising and gives reason for hope that in the 
future the Society’s efforts, in conjunction with the prison 
treatment, will be the means of rescuing many of the juvenile 
adults from a course of crime. 

We beg to call attention to the report of this Society, which 
is printed at the end of the Appendix , especially that part of 
it which, points out that the Society ‘ ‘ is not merely local in 
its work, nor denominational in character, and ought to re- 
ceive financial support from all parts of the country.” We 
trust this appeal will have the desired effect. 

Much still remains to be done as regards the establishment 
of Prisoners’ Aid Societies in this country. There are as yet 
no Prisoners’ Aid Societies in connection with the following 
local prisons : — Armagh, Castlebar, Cork Male, Dundalk, 
Galway, Kilkenny, Sligo, Tralee, and Tullamore. 

In the Appendix will be found a list of the existing Pri- 
soners’ Aid Societies and extracts from the reports of some of 
the Societies. 

The conduct of the prison officers has been very good. 


Registration of Criminals. 

The work in connection with the finger-print system of 
identification of criminals has been carried on during the year 
with good results. 
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Inebriate Reformatories. 

During the year 16 inmates (4 males and 12 females) were inebriate 
committed to the State Inebriate Reformatory at Ennis under Reformatories 
Section 1 of the Inebriates Act, 1898, being an increase of 
6 as compared with the previous year. The daily average 
number of inmates in custody in 1906 was 6' 20 males and 
14*94 females, total 21 *14, a decrease of 2 *59 males and 
6’67 females on the figures for 1905. Twenty-three inmates 
were discharged during 1906, 3 on licence and 20 on expira- 
tion Or commutation of sentence, and 21 inmates (6 males and 
15 females) remained in custody on 31st December, 1906. 

This number has since increased to 29. 

As the Board have had reason to believe that the compara- 
tive fewness of the committals to the State Inebriate Re- 
formatory since its inception was due in some measure to a 
want of more general knowledge of the working of the In- 
ebriates Acts, they have circulated a memorandum on the sub- 
ject, which they hope will be of service in dealing with 
habitual drunkards in the future. 

The Visiting Committee of the State Inebriate Reformatory 
in their last annual report to Government stated : — 

“As a. rule, we observed a marked change for the better in the 
“ general bearing and conduct of inebriates when for some time under 
“treatment in the Reformatory. 

“ So far as we have had opportunities of judging we are led to be- 
“ lieve that long terms of detention are best, as they allow of licences 
“being issued in the cases of inmates who have shown marked signs 
“of amendment, and yet secure immediate re-committal in the event 
“of the licencee failing to justify the confidence reposed in him or 
“her. The fact that such re-committal may under such circumstances 
“ take place has, we are of opinion, a tendency to impose a check on 
“the inebriate’s conduct, and so help him or her to keep sober when 
“ set at liberty. 

“ The general results of treatment in the Reformatory since its open- 
“ ing seven years ago may be regarded as satisfactory, for on reference 
“ to the returns we find that out of the eighty-seven inmates dis- 
“ charged forty are reported as going on well when last heard of ; 

“while about one-third only are reported as having relapsed. Having 
“ regard to the records of past lives of many of the inmates, their 
“ long habits of intemperance, ending in crime that in many cases has 
“become habitual also, we think the results quoted above are at least 
‘ ‘encouraging. 

“ The cleanliness, order, and discipline which on our inspection we 
“observed invariably prevailing, added to the absence of any com- 
“ plaints on the part of the inmates, was gratifying to us, and very 
“creditable to the 'Governor and Staff.” 


General. 

.Particulars of the expenditure on prisons, etc., during the Expenditure, 
past and previous years are given in the Appendix. 
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In August, 1906, Dr. Stewart Woodhouse, Medical Member 
of the Board, being desirous of retiring from the public ser- 
vice on superannuation, his resignation was accepted by the 
Government with an expression of regret and of the loss to 
the public service from the retirement of an official of his high 
personal and professional character. 

Dr. Woodhouse! had been a member of the Prisons Board 
for more than sixteen years, having previously served for 
several years as an Inspector of the Local Government Board. 

His place on the Board has been filled by the appointment 
thereto of Mr. John Pagan, f.b.c.s.i., Inspector of Industrial 
and Reformatory Schools. This is a reversion to the arrange- 
ment that formerly existed in accordance with the Prisons 
Act , 1877, which specially provided that one of the Members 
of the Prisons Board might also hold the office of Inspector 
of Industrial and Reformatory Schools, and has effected an 
economy in the Prisons Vote. A further economy has been 
effected by the abolition of the Engineering Inspectorship. 

We beg to refer to the Appendix for the usual Statistical 
fables and extracts from the Annual Reports which have 
been made under the Prison Rules by Governors, Chaplains, 
and Medical Officers of Prisons, and of the State Inebriate 
Reformatory.

Standing Orders to be followed in carrying out the Rules for the 
Treatment of Juvenile- Adult Prisoners (Males) in Clonmel Prison 
(under Sentence of 9 Months’ Imprisonment or Upwards). 


1. Each case will be selected by the General Prisons Board, and 
classified by them, according to age, character, and nature of offence, 
into two Classes, to be known as Star Class and Ordinary Class. 

2. There shall be three Grades, viz. : — The “ Penal,” the “ Ordinary,” 
and the “ Special.” 

3. A prisoner shall remain in the First Stage in the Prison to which 
he is committed, during the first 14 days of his sentence, after which he 
shall be eligible to be removed to Clonmel Prison on the receipt of a 
Removal Warrant. 

4. On arrival at Clonmel he shall be placed in the “ Ordinary ” 
Grade, where he will remain until he has earned his way, by industry 
and good conduct, to the “ Special ” Grade, or unless ho is degraded 
for misconduct to the “ Penal ” Grade. 

5. Degradation to the “Penal” Grade may be ordered by the 
Governor for the periods laid down in the General Rules for degradation 
in Stage, or it may be ordered by the Board for longer periods, on the 
recommendation of the Governor. 

6. Marks for Industry may be awarded at the rate of two a day 
for steady hard labour, or one a day for a less degree of industry. 
These marks will be awarded weekly by the Governor, after consultation 
with the Party Officer and the Trade Instructor. Marks for Conduct, 
not exceeding twelve a week, may be awarded in a similar manner to 
prisoners in the “ Ordinary ” and “ Special ” Grades. “ Special Merit ” 
marks may also be awarded by a Committee consisting of the Governor, 
Deputy-Governor, or, in his absence the Chief Warder, the Chaplain’ 
and the Medical Officer, sitting on or about the 1st day of each month, 
when each case will be brought before them ; such marks not to exceed 
six per week to any prisoner whose industry and conduct during the 
week have been such as to entitle him to this special consideration. 
In assigning marks far conduct, and special merit, regard will be had 
to the prisoner’s general behaviour, his amenability to discipline, his 
attention to instruction, both literary and industrial, and, so far as can 
be judged, his endeavour to profit by the reformatory influences by 
which he is surrounded ; regard also being had to reports made by the 
Schoolmaster, Trade Instructor, and other superintending officers. 

7. A prisoner will be eligible for the “ Special ” Grade when he has 
been allotted 600 marks, but no promotion to the “ Special ” Grade 
shall take place except on the authority of the Committee, after review 
of all the circumstances of,the case. 
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8. Gratuity will be awarded for industry only. A prisoner in the 
“ Penal ” Grade will earn no gratuity. A prisoner in the “ Ordinary ” 
and “ Special ” Grades will be awarded one penny for each day on 
which he earns two marks, or one halfpenny for each day on which he 
earns one mark. No gratuity will be awarded for Sundays. The total 
amount of gratuity will not exceed £2 in any case. 

9. A special gratuity may be recommended in any case, when, 
in the opinion of the Committee, the general demeanour of the prisoner 
has been exemplary, and such extra gratuity can be usefully employed 
in his behalf on his discharge ; always provided that the sum of £2 
is in no case exceeded. 

10. When a prisoner has served six calendar months of his sentence, 
his case shall be brought before the Committee of the Governor, 
Deputy- Governor, or in his absence, the Chief Warder, Chaplain, and 
Medical Officer at their next meeting, who shall closely examine into 
his prison character, and conduct ; and, if they are satisfied that he would 
be likely to benefit by release before the expiration of his sentence, 
they may recommend to the Board that he be allowed remission not 
exceeding one-fourth of his sentence, exclusive of the first six months, 
or for any lesser period, according to the circumstances of each case. 
When the Committee are not so satisfied, the case will be reconsidered 
by them from time to time with the same object. The result of each 
deliberation will be entered in the Bemarks Column of the prisoner’s 
record of Marks and Gratuity. 

11. The dietary shall be the “ C ” Local Prison Diet, with one pint 
of milk added to the dinner on Wednesdays and Fridays, and to those 
in the “ Special ” Grade two ounces golden syrup or jam at supper on 
Sundays and Thursdays. 

12. The outer clothing of prisoners in the “ Penal ” Grade will be 
the ordinary grey prison dress. For those in the “ Ordinary ” Grade 
it will be of brown colour j and for the “ Special ” Grade blue. 

13. The cell of each prisoner in the “Special” Grade will be 
furnished with a special iron bedstead, a strip of carpet, and a looking 
glass. A prisoner in this grade may, with the approval of the Governor, 
be allowed to retain in his cell any small pictures or photographs which 
may be sent to him by his friends. 

14. Prisoners who have not passed Class III. of the Educational 
Standard will be instructed in association for not less than two hours 
a day. Prisoners in both Star and ordinary classes may be taught 
together. Prisoners above Class III. of the Standard will be instructed 
for one hour daily in their cells. All prisoners will be kept from labour 
during the time allotted to education. 

15. The Chaplain may organise classes for choir practice in the 
Chapel at such times as may be arranged. 

16. Great care will be taken in the selection of suitable library 
books ; those being selected which are most calculated to assist in the 
moral improvement of young prisoners. 

B 
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17. A prisoner in the “ Penal ” Grade will not be allowed to write 
or receive any letter or to be visited. A prisoner in the “ Ordinary ” 
Grade will be allowed to write and receive a letter, and to be visited 
every six weeks.provided his conduct and industry have been satisfactory, 
and a prisoner in the “ Special ” Grade every month under like 
conditions. 

Visits to prisoners in the Ordinary Grade will be of twenty minutes 
duration, and to those in the Special Grade, thirty minutes. 

18. Prisoners in the “ Special ,T Grade may, in addition to othe r 
privileges authorized by the rules, be allowed to retain a light in their 
cells for half-an-hour longer than other Grades ; and to associate in 
the Reading Room for one hour after labour ceases each day. . They 
will also wear a good conduct stripe for every three months passed in 
the “ Special ” Grade, and for every such badge they will be allowed 
a special gratuity of 2s. 6d., provided that the limit of £2 is not exceeded. 

19. Special provision will be made for the discharge of each prisoner 
by arrangement with benevolent societies or persons who may be willing 
to assist the case on discharge. Full information will be afforded, 
and help given, to such societies or persons, with the object of seeming 
a continuous and well-directed supervision of the case, both at the 
moment of discharge and afterwards at the home or place to which the 
prisoner goes. Every encouragement shall be given to preliminary 
visitation in prison before discharge, in order that the society or 
individual may have a personal knowledge of the prisoner, and be in 
possession of the views of the Prison Authorities concerning him. (1318).

STATUTORY RULES AND ORDERS, 1906. 

No. '860. 

In pursuance of the General Prisons (Ireland) Act, 1877, the 
General Prisons Board for Ireland hereby make the following Special 
Rules, namely : — 

1. The case of every convict whose sentence is in excess of ten 
years shall be submitted by the General Prisons Board to the Lord 
Lieutenant as soon as the convict has served at least seven and a half 
years, and has also earned the marks representing ten years, for the 
purpose of decision whether he shall receive the special privileges 
hereinafter referred to in Rule No. 2. In deciding whether a convict 
shall receive these privileges, regard will be had to his offence, his general 
character and antecedents, and his conduct and industry in prison. 

2. The special privileges referred to above are as follows, viz. : — 
To be allowed to earn, by special industry with good conduct, gratuity 
according to a prescribed scale, and to use a portion of such gratuity 
for the purchase of certain articles of comfort or relaxation prescribed 
by the Board from time to time, which articles will be supplied from 
a prison store. The remainder of each convict’s gratuity will be applied 
for his benefit in such manner as may be prescribed by the Board after 
careful inquiry into each case. 

3. A convict who abuses any of the privileges conferred by these 
special rules, or who behaves badly, will be liable to be deprived of them, 
in addition to being punished under the ordinary prison rules.

Extracts from the CHURCH OF IRELAND CHAPLAIN’S 
Report. 

The conduct of the Church of Ireland prisoners, under my charge, 
has been uniformly good. 

The greater number of the sentences have been for short periods, 
and were chiefly due to drink, and in many cases, for what I regret 
to say, seems to be incorrigible drink habit. It is, I think, greatly 
to be desired that longer sentences were imposed by the Magistrates. 
As matters are now a prisoner has not time to have the drink craze 
eliminated from his system before his “ time is up,” and he goes out 
to get a new drink and incur a fresh sentence.. 
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I am glad to report that there have been but few women under 
my charge, though they, I regret to say, have been convicted either 
of drunkenness pure and simple or for some other offence the result 
of drink. 

The work of the School Teachers is most commendable, resulting 
in marked improvement in secular knowledge during the various 
terms of imprisonment. 


Extracts from the ROMAN CATHOLIC CHAPLAIN'S Report. 


In reporting on the Catholic prisoners, I am- glad to sayi they 
were, on all occasions, devout and, recollected during the religious 
functions, and attentive to the religious instruction imparted in the 
Chapel, and to instruction and admonition given privately. The 
greater number of them approached the Sacra'ments while in prison. 

Their conduct and moral tone were satisfactory. In practically 
every instance they submitted, with a good will tof the prison, dis- 
cipline. Most of them seemed sorry for their faults and anxious 
to correct them. A great many, it is true, returned to the Prison 
again and again during the year, in almost every case they were 
the victims of the drink habit. 

Secular instruction was given regularly and carefully in both 
sections of the Prison. 


Extracts from the PRESBYTERIAN CHAPLAIN'S Report. 


There has been a marked decrease in the number of prisoners 
belonging to the Presbyterian Church during the year. I still find 
that the chief cause of imprisonment is drink. 

I am glad; to say that no case of illiteracy has come under) my 
observation during the year. The books in the library have been 
used freely. The attention of prisoners at divine service is all that 
could be wished, and I am not without hope that good is done, not 
only by Divine Service, but by personal interviews with prisoners 
in their cells. Formerly I used to have more chronic committals 
than now. I think this is a good sign. , 

The general health of the prisoners has been good.

The health of officers during past year has been good. One 
officer returned unfit for the service.

Extracts from the GOVERNOR’S Report. 


During the year ended 31st December, 1906, the state of the 
prison has been good ; the discipline has been effectively maintained. 

The conduct of thej subordinate; officers has, on the whole, been 
satisfactory. 

The conduct of the prisoners, with few exceptions, has been good. 

There has been no escape or attempt to escape. 

First stage hard labour for males has been carried out by stone- 
breaking, rope-picking, bag-making, and wood-chopping. 

The prisoners in the industrial labour class have been employed 
at mat-making, tying and dipping wood, tailoring, shoe-making, 
cutting linen, yeast bag-making, sewing, knitting, laundry work, 
repairs to building, gardening, etc. 

Associated labour is much appreciated and under proper super- 
vision has a good effect. 

The land has been well cultivated, and the output satisfactory. 
Over twenty tons of potatoes were grown and, sufficient vegetables 
to serve the prison throughout the year. A large surplus was sold 
to the officers and outside public. Garden work is much appreciated 
by the prisoners. 

The part payment of fines is regarded as a great boon, and a 
large- number of prisoners have availed themselves of it; 463 
obtained their release by paying a portion of their fines amounting 
to £149 12s. 10 d., and 180 on payment of full fine amounting to 
£143 2s. id. 

Prisoners awaiting trial have all been afforded an opportunity to 
work, which in most instances has been readily accepted. 

No prisoner has been eligible for conversational exercise. 

The Chaplains devote all the time at their command to the 
spiritual welfare of the prisoners, besides interesting themselves on 
their behalf after discharge. 

I cannot speak too highly of the Medical Officer’s zeal and devo- 
tion to duty, he( isi most) regular and painstaking in; all that his 
duty calls him to undertake. 

The Sisters of Charity and Lady Visitors continue to take a 
kindly interest in the female prisoners and do most excellent work 
with painstaking zeal, and I am confident that their visits have a 
most beneficial and elevating influence. 

The Prison Gate Mission and Discharged Prisoner’s Aid Society 
have carefully and generously considered every deserving case, and 
material asistance has( been given! to aj large number of prisoners 
on their release. 

Seventy-nine destitute and deserving prisoners were, on dis- 
charge, helped by grants from the General Prisons Board for cloth- 
ing, tools, food and lodging. In many cases a bridge has been 
formed in this way to a better life. 

The Star class prisoners and juveniles have’ been separated and 
kept apart from all other prisoners. They have received much 
attention and have been subject to careful supervision. 
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Only 11 males and 2 females under the age of 16 years com- 
mitted during the year. 

Special care has also been devoted to boys between the ages of 16 
and 21, with encouraging results, considering their short detention. 

When imprisonment is necessary, the sentence should be such as 
to allow the boy sufficient time to reap the full advantage the prison 
affords. It should be made widely known that a Reformatory class 
of male juvenile adults, i.e., prisoners between 16 and 21 years of 
age, has been started in Clonmel Prison. This class consists of 
male juvenile adults under sentence of 9 months or upwards. Two 
hundred and ninety-eight boys between 16 and 21 years of age were 
committed to Belfast Prison during the year and only three of this 
number were sentenced to 9 months and upwards. 

I have been struck with the number of those who have returned 
to prison again after undergoing a short sentence. 

The years between 16 and 21 appear to be the “ criminal ” period 
of life. In my opinion the only hope for these} boys is to remove 
them from their environment, which is of the worst possible de- 
scription. 

The Schoolmaster and Schoolmistress! continue to do their work 
carefully and well, and many prisoners under tuition have made 
quite rapid progress. 

The output from the different industries has been well main- 
tained during the year notwithstanding that the average number 
of prisoners in custody has been much lower than previous years. 

The total sales from Manufacturing Department will be higher by 
£40 than last year. 

The Progressive Stage System has been carefully carried out. 

The new kitchen is in full working order and is a great boon to 
this large prison. Perfect cooking, discipline, and good order can 
now be easily carried out. 

The Visiting Justices meet the first Wednesday in each month, 
and take a keen interest in everything connected with the: Prison.

Extracts from the CHURCH OF IRELAND CHAPLAIN’S 
Report. 


I beg to report that the department of the work of the Prison 
under my special care has gone on, on the lines as in former years. 
The prisoners, without exception, both in public worship and in 
private visitation have been 'most attentive to my ministry. Many 
good resolutions have been expressed and taany pledges against 
strong drink, the chief cause of all their troubles, have been taken 
and with, I believe, the most sincere intentions to keep them and 
begin a new life. Many of them, I regret to say, have not kept 
their pledges, and as a consequence have returned to their old ways 
and to prison. But I feel we must not judge them too severely. 
We know so little of the terrible temptations or of the power of the 
evil influences into which they immerge when they leave the prison 
gate. 
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Both the Prison Gate Missions — that for men and that for women 
— continue their beneficent work and keep an open door, and are 
ready to extend a helping hand and ready sympathy to all who are 
willing to accept their kind offers. It is almost impossible to over- 
estimate either the need or value of such institutions. 

The School work is as successful as could be reasonably expected 
in the circumstances in which it is carried on, and the officers who 
have charge of it are painstaking and attentive to their duties. 

The Lady Visitors take a deep interest in the welfare of the 
prisoners and their visits are highly appreciated. 

The Library books have been carefully distributed, and besides 
affording healthy recreation during many an otherwise weary hour 
they supply valuable information, on useful subjects and food for 
serious reflection. 


Extracts from the ROMAN CATHOLIC CHAPLAIN'S Report. 

The Catholic prisoners are visited twice a week, and have every 
opportunity of complying with their religious duties. I look upon 
it as a blessing for some people to be put in prison, because it is the 
only time they make any attempt to attend to their religious 
duties. 

Every Sunday at Mass a short catechetical instruction is* given 
with a view to encourage all to begin a better life, and to make up 
for the deficiencies of early religious instruction. 

The Sacred Heart Home continues to be of great service to young 
female prisoners. Many cases might be quoted by me to show how 
many young girls, who are now doing well, would have been per- 
manently lost had it not been for the help given by the' Sisters in 
this home. 

The Resident Magistrates of this city have given me, as chaplain, 
a great deal of assistance in the case of young girls appearing in 
Court for the first time. 

The Sisters of Mercy visit the prison every Sunday. They 
instruct the female prisoners, and when they meet cases willing to 
be benefited by their assistance it is readily given. The prisoners 
appreciate greatly the Sisters’ visits. 


Extracts from the PRESBYTERIAN CHAPLAIN’S Report. 

During the past year my work in the Prison was of a hopeful, 
and on the whole, pleasant character. 

The prisoners in my charge have been most respectful and during 
Divine Service reverent and attentive. 

The case$i of punishment (to which my attention is always 
directed) have been few, and the chief cause of prison offences was 
outbursts of temper, common among prisoners. 

The more I know of prisoners the * more I am convinced that in 
the worst there is more good than appears and more real desire for 
reformation than the public imagines. But in most cases, the 
loneliness of their lives, their friendlessness and their temptations 
prove too strong for their best resolutions. The man who can 

devise a remodelling of our prison system the better to meet tho 
case, will be a blessing to the country. 
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Under the present system the prisoners could not be better treated 
or derive more benefit from their confinement than in Belfast 
Prison. Discipline is most excellent and huinane. 

Several women have gone to Homes' and two have been placed in 
good situations by the Salvation Army Home, and are doing well. 

The teachers have done excellent work, and both male and female 
have rendered good service in bringing before me special cases and 
giving special information likely to help in dealing with prisoners. 

Two Lady Visitors have assisted me, and during the year have 
paid special attention especially to those willing to do better, to 
whom I beg to tender my best thanks. 


Extract from the MEDICAL OFFICER’S Report. 


We had no executions, deaths,, or attempted suicides. 

Three female prisoners were released on Medical grounds ; two 
in an advanced state of pregnancy and 1 one suffering from acute 
nephritis and cardiac failure. 

No male prisoners were released on medical grounds. 

Six prisoners! were transferred to asylums, five by order of the 
Courts at which they were tried, and in only one case was it 
necessary to call in a consultant! in order to certify a case of' an 
old man suffering from dementia. 

We have been exempted from all the infectious fevers as usual. 

Yet a considerable number required taedical attention as shown 
by the returns. Chest diseases, stomach' troubles, abscesses, ulcers, 
wounds, and bruises, etc., etc. 

Still I think I can say we enjoyed fairly good health on the whole. 

The health of the staff has been satisfactory. 

The sanitary condition! of the Prison has been carefully looked 
after and is in a most satisfactory way. 

The clothing and bedding have been kept! in good order, the 
addition to the uniform of male prisoners of the twill calico 
drawers, was most desirable and tends to health and cleanliness, 
and that of the extra petticoat to females was, highly prized. 

The various articles of food have been carefully inspected and 
the several dietaries well cooked, cleanly served, and with few 
complaints. 

The new reception hall is a great advantage in bathing and 
dressing of the prisoners, and now that the Disinfector is in work- 
ing order (but wants some little experience in the proper working 
of it) this is now a complete and' most desirable, addition M this 
prison. 

The hospital matron and the hospital warder have been most 
attentive and careful in the discharge of their several duties. 


CASTLEBAR PRISON. 


Extracts from the GOVERNOR’S Report. 

The conduct of the subordinate staff has been good except in the 
cases brought under the notice of the Board. 

The conduct of the prisoners has been, on the whole, good, the 
offences dealt with being of a trivial nature. 
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The industrial labour for males, consisting of agriculture and 
stonebreaking, has been carried on as formerly, the females being 
employed at laundry work, knitting, and sewing. 

The land in connection with the prison 1 has been well tilled, pro- 
viding healthy and profitable employment for all prisoners eligible 
for association, and is much appreciated. 

There have been no escapes or attempted escapes during the year. 

The secular instruction has been efficiently carried out with great 
advantage to a number of the prisoners. 

The Medical Officer and Chaplains, or their approved substitutes, 
have been most attentive and regular.

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Extracts from the CHURCH OF IRELAND CHAPLAIN’S 
Report. 

I am pleased to be able to report 1 favourably on Castlebar Prison 
as it comes under my observation as Church of Ireland Chaplain. 
To my mind nothing could exceed the efficiency that is shown in all 
parts of this Institution. The prisoners are well' looked after and 
always speak well of the treatment .they receive. Their surround- 
ings are all that could be desired— they are kept scrupulously clean 
personally, and their cells are airy and healthy. As I said in my 
last year’s report the general appearance of the' prison speaks for 
the great care and trouble that is expended on it. The services 
are regularly attended, and every help is given to the Chaplain in 
the discharge of his duty. “ Decency and order ” seems to be the 
motto of this institution. 


Extracts from the ROMAN CATHOLIC CHAPLAIN’S Report. 

The discipline of the Prison is well maintained. 

The prisoners are attentive on Sundays to the instructions they 
get, and frequent the Sacraments with few exceptions. 

I have nothing to complain of. 


Extracts from the MEDICAL OFFICER’S Report. 

The health of the officers of this Prison in the past year was fairly 
good. One male prisoner was removed to the Castlebar Lunatic 
Asylum, and one male prisoner was discharged as a bad epileptic, 
who died shortly afterwards. The health of the other prisoners 
was good. 

The clothing and bedding, clean and in good condition. The food 
good and well cooked. The water supply /good and sufficient, and 
the sanitary arrangements in working order. 


CLONMEL PRISON. 

Extracts from the GOVERNOR’S Report. 

The conduct of the officers was good. 

The conduct of the prisoners, with at few exceptions, was satis- 
factory. 

There were no escapes or attempts at escape. 

The fire-extinguishing appliances are in good order and the sani- 
tary condition of the Prison excellent. 

The prisoners were employed during the year at mat-making, 
wood-chopping, oakum-picking, gardening, and carpentry.

Prisoners eligible for school instruction made good progress. 

The library, which is well stocked with good secular books, has 
been largely availed of. 

No. 2 Prison, which had been unoccupied] for many years,, was 
re-opened in the month of May for the accommodation of juvenile 
adults, boys between the ages of 16 and 21 years undergoing 
sentence of 9 months or upwards. A schoolroom, recreation room, 
and a large and commodious carpenter’s shop were fitted up for 
their use. They were employed’ at carpentry, gardening, and 
horticulture under competent instructors, and one and all showed 
an aptitude and willingness to perform the tasks assigned to them. 
As soon as the lads understand thatl they have been sent here for 
their benefit and reclamation, they make the most laudable efforts 
to profit by instruction and the inducements held out to them. 
Eighteen were received from the following prisons: — Londonderry 
4, Mountjoy 3, Belfast 3, Cork 2, and Waterford, Galway, Kil- 
kenny, Clonmel, Castlebar, and Tullamore, 1 each. 

Two were discharged. One boy returned to his home, and em- 
ployment was found for the other by the Discharged Prisoners’ Aid 
Society. Both are doing well. 

The special set of rules applicable to this class of prisoners differ 
considerably from the rules from ordinary prisoners. They are 
strictly isolated from the latter class,, they are exercised daily at 
physical drill and wear a distinctive dress, different from the usual 
prison garb, while they are allowed special facilities in/ 'the way of 
reading, writing letters, and receiving visitors. 

Prisoners who have not passed Class III. of the Educational 
Standard are instructed in association for two hours daily, and 
above Class III. for one hour daily, in their cells. 

An excellent library of specially selected books has been provided 
for them. They are very fond of reading and are constantly 
applying for a change of books. 

The Chaplains are most attentive to these boys and lecture them 
at intervals, in association, on suitable subjects. 

The boys are divided into two grades. For the first period of 
five months their treatment in the “ Ordinary Grade” is something 
similar to that of ordinary prisoners, but with the special facilities 
already mentioned and the addition of an improved dietary. 
After the five months, as a result of good conduct and industry they 
are advanced to the “ Special Grade,” in which the treatment, 
dietary, and cell accommodation are improved. In this grade they 
are permitted to associate in the recreation room, under super- 
vision, for an hour each evening to play such games as chess, 
draughts and dominoes. This they thoroughly appreciate, and the 
privilege has not been abused, so far, on any occasion. 

In connection with the introduction of this scheme an influential 
Discharged Prisoners’ Aid Society was established, controlled by 
the local Clergy, Visiting Justices, Magistrates, Professional men 
and Merchants, with Mr. R. Bagwell, D.L., as Chairman, and Lord 
Donoughmore as Vice-Chairman, while Mr. R. Bradley, J.P., acts 
as Hon. Treasurer, and Mr. W. M. Casey, C.P.S., as Hon. Secre- 
tary. The objects of the Society are 1 to give help and encourage- 
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ment to the boys on discharge, to provide employment for them and 
to secure the co-operation of other Societies and benevolent and 
philanthropic persons who will undertake to assist in the super- 
vision of the, lads after they leave the prison. 

The system which has been found to work with signal success in 
the American States and in England is adopted for the special 
treatment and reformation, on reformatory lines, of young 
criminals, and to try and convert them into honest, law-abiding 
citizens.

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Extracts from the CHURCH OF IRELAND CHAPLAIN’S 
Report. 

All the prisoners under my charge, as Protestant Chaplain, have 
been constantly visited during the periods of their imprisonment. 
They have received regular religious instruction, and one 
cannot but hope that some benefit will result from) it. There has 
been one case specially to be notified of a man who was imprisoned 
for a most serious offence, and left the prison quite a changed man. 
He has written to me since he w r as discharged and I have every hope 
that he will continue to live a sober and moral life. Since my last 
report there has not, to my knowledge, been any case of serious 
illness amongst the Protestant prisoners. 

The new system which has been introduced into the prison here 
since my last report seems to me to be working well, and I believe 
great benefit will ensue from it. One of the juveniles has been dis- 
charged and seems to be doing well. He has written to me since he 
left the prison and is most anxious! to lead an upright life. I 
consider the system eminently qualified to help forward the reforma- 
tion of these youths’ lives. 

The library continues to be valued by the prisoners, and the books 
are a great source of recreation and profit 1 to the) prisoners. The 
Schoolmaster ' has discharged his duties in a satisfactory manner. 
As far as my observation goes everything is done in', the prison for 
the benefit and reformation of the prisoners. 


Extracts from the ROMAN CATHOLIC CHAPLAIN’S Report. 

It gives me much pleasure to report that the condition of things 
Catholic here are very satisfactory. 

The prisoners are submissive to prison authority. Discipline 
excellent and enforced by the Governor with great effect. 

Prisoners assist at Mass with attention. They are very attentive 
to instruction. They go to Confession and Holy Com'munion 
regularly. The School work is up to the mark. 

Those newly arrived and those about to! be discharged are duly 
seen by the Priests. 

I gave a lecture on Temperance recently, and after the lecture all 
the juvenile prisoners took the pledge. 

The extension of the Borstal system to this country I think is a 
great blessing. 


Extracts from the MEDICAL OFFICER’S Report. 


I am pleased to report that the health of the officers of this Prison 
has been good during the past year, two of them were treated for 
Influenza. 

The health of the prisoners also, has been satisfactory, ten were 
treated for Influenza, some of the cases being of very severe type. 

Four prisoners were treated for mental disease, two of them had 
to be removed to the asylum, all were affected on committal, 
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There was do death from any cause. 

Three prisoners were released on medical grounds. 

All prisoners were carefully examined by me on reception. 
Sanitation, heating, and ventilation were carefully seen to. 
Clothing, bedding, etc., were sufficient and clean. 
Provisions were of good quality and excellently cooked. 


CORK (MALE) PRISON. 


Extracts from the GOVERNOR’S Report. 

The conduct of the officers during past year was very satisfactory. 

The conduct and industry of the prisoners have been very satis- 
factory (except in the case of four individuals who were occasionally 
refractory) and as a result cases of misconduct were very few, and 
those only breaches of the Prison rules of an ordinary character. 

There were no escapes or attempts to escape during the year. 

The prisoners have been usefufly employed at various industries 
during the year, including amongst others, shoe-making, mat- 
making, stone-breaking, cutting and tying wood, carpentry, 
painting, plumbing, tin-smithing, tailoring, baking bread for this 
and Female Prison, cooking, picking oakum and tow ropes, and the 
general cleaning of the Prison, etc.

As on former occasions, so also, this year, I am happy to say my 
assistants and myself have been well pleased with 1 everything con- 
nected with the Prison. 

The fact that it rarely or never happens that prisoners make any 
report to us of hardship shown by those in' charge of them, is, in 
itself, a sign that they are all treated with consideration.

Divine Service has been held each Sunday, and religious instruc- 
tion has been given to which the prisoners were reverently attentive. 

During the year each discharged prisoner has been restored to his 
home, generally in Scotland or the North of Ireland.

On the whole the health of the officer 9> has been good ; seven of 
them were treated in hospital, and three in their homes. 

The health of the prisoners has been good. 

There was no form of epidemic disease, but the cases of illness 
were generally associated with drunken habits and irregular living. 

Two prisoners were released on medical grounds. Six prisoners 
were sent to the lunatic asylum. The dietaries were good, and the 
sanitary condition of the prison satisfactory. The water supply 
was good and the drains were regularly flushed and disinfected. 


CORK (FEMALE) PRISON. 


Extracts from the DEPUTY GOVERNOR’S Report. 

I beg to report that the conduct of the subordinate staff of this 
Prison during the past year has been; comparatively good. 

The conduct of prisoners was, on the whole, satisfactory, there 
being only three individuals whom, it was found necessary to place 
under restraint, and this course was/ only resorted to when it be- 
came necessary to prevent them doing violence to themselves or 
others. 

Prisoners’ labour consisted of general cleaning, whitewashing, 
painting, and repairs to clothing, bedding, etc., also making new 
articles for prisoners and officers, quilting, knitting, washing, 
garden work, and making yeast bags. The latter is a new industry 
here and gives employment to an average of five prisoners under the 
direction of a skilled workmistress. 

I cannot speak too highly of the good' work performed by 
sympathetic Nuns and Lady Visitors, who not only give moral and 
religious instruction to prisoners but afford help to the destitute on 
discharge from prison, and look after them in the outside world. 

The Chaplains are also zealous in their care for these unfortunate 
females on discharge.

The prisoners are very attentive to my instructions, and their 
conduct, as far as it affects me in the discharge of duty, is excellent. 

In this connection I must say how grateful I feel to the Prisons 
Board for the ready manner in which they have conceded grants 
to help those of the Prisoners who are anxious to improve by going 
to Homes away from Cork. It is a consolation to know that most 
of them so far have profited by the opportunity thus kindly given. 

Many of those who spend most of the year in gaol have come to 
hate the life they lead, and by such judicious kindness may be 
made good citizens and good Christians. 


Extracts from the PRESBYTERIAN CHAPLAIN’S Report. 


Divine Service has been held regularly. 

Two prisoners went into the local refuge ; and one was sent to a 
Home in Belfast. One of thosei who went into the local refuge is 
again in prison. 

My best thanks are due to the Lady Visitor and the Matron for 
their kind help in all matters concerning the prisoners’ welfare. 


Extracts from the MEDICAL OFFICER’S Report. 

The health of the officers has been good 'during the past year. 

The health of the prisoners has been, on the whole, fairly good. 

There was one death from confinement after the birth of a still- 
born child. Four prisoners were discharged on the grounds of ill- 
health, ono for modified small-pox, one for hemorrhage (uterine), 
one for peritonitis, one for bronchitis. 

There were three cases of insanity, twoi of whom were previously 
in an asylum. 

The dietaries were good and the sanitary conditions of the prison 
were satisfactory and carefully attended to. Tim water supply 
was abundant, and the closets were regularly disinfected and 
flushed. 


DUNDALK PRISON. 

Extracts from the GOVERNOR’S Report. 

The conduct of the subordinate officers has been very satisfactory. 

The prisoners, as a whole, have been well conducted and in- 
dustrious. There has been a decrease in the number and per- 
centage of prisoners punished during the year. 

Associated labour has been carried out daily for all entitled to the 
privilege. 
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An address on temperance was given to the prisoners in Novem- 
ber, under Visiting, Justices Rule No. 25, and arrangements are 
being made for further lectures during the coming year. 

The prison buildings and walls) are in a good state of repair. 

As an example of the futility of awarding short sentences to 
habitual offenders, I would mention that during the year nineteen 
individuals aggregated 88 committals to this prison. The record 
of one of these men is perhaps worth quoting in this respect for the 
past two years. February 18th, 1905 — 7 days imprisonment; 
April 7th, one calendar month; May 20th, two monthsi (on three 
warrants) ; August 25th, one calender month ; October 6th, two 
calender months (on two warrants); January 12th, 1906, four 
calender months (on four warrants); May 17th, two months (on 
two warrants); July 27th, four months (on two warrants) ; Novem- 
ber 16th, five weeks (two warrants); December 28th, two calender 
months (on two warrants). 

That the number of committals by no means indicates the number 
of offences committed can be instanced by a recent committal to this 
prison for 32 days imprisonment. This period was made up by 
eight warrants, each of four days imprisonment, marked con- 
secutively, and one warrant, not so marked, and therefore con- 
current with the others, of seven days imprisonment, each warrant 
carrying the alternative of a fine, and these nine convictions' being 
for nine separate offences of drunkenness committed upon nine 
different occasions.

The religious and moral condition of the prisoners under my 
charge has' been all that could be desired or expected. I have had 
no cause whatever to complain. 


Extracts from the ROMAN CATHOLIC CHAPLAIN’S Report. 

In going over the year now finished, I feel it is; to be noted, that 
our temperance and hygiene lectures have been too few. 

I consider these lectures, given by lay gentlemen, — enthusiastic 
in the cause of temperance, and in the raising of our prison classes 
to the level of decent citizens, a great good and instructive even 
to ourselves, who have the pleasure of being present. 

We hope that next year it may be! within their power toi visit us 
more frequently. 

I have much pleasure in stating that the work done by the school- 
master has been satisfactory. 

A small number of prisoners were found having no capacity for 
further learning; but the great body of the prisoners 1 took advan- 
tage and made considerable progress in the school books. 
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The moral tone of the prison is high ; and while discipline is 
maintained in every particular, in cell, andjhall, and chapel, one 
cannot see that there is any undue pressure, or severity exercised 
towards prisoners by the officers. 

The conduct of prisoners to hie in the discharge of my duties 
was of the highest order. 

A suitable library is worked very well by the Librarian, and 
prisoners are never left without good healthy reading. 


Extracts from the PRESBYTERIAN CHAPLAIN’S Report. 


My duties as Chaplain have been a great pleasure to me during 
the past year. 

With one exception the prisoners have been very attentive to their 
religious duties and obedient to the discipline of the Prison. 

In the case of the prisoner who gave me much anxiety, the school- 
master, by his patience, tact, and kindness, helped me much in 
dealing with him ; and from a letter I have received from him I think 
that he is now going on well. I believe in kindness as well as in 
firmness in the treatment of prisoners, and happily that is the 
spirit of the government of this prison. 

Our temperance lectures do good, and, in some cases help to lead 
to a better life. 


Extracts from the MEDICAL OFFICER’S Report. 


I have again much pleasure in reporting that there has been 
practically no serious case of illness amongst the prisoners in this 
Prison during the past year. 

No case required transfer to the hospital. There was one case of 
attempted suicide, a remarkable instance of the impossibility of 
preventing such attempts even though the most stringent precau- 
tions are observed. 

This prisoner forced a horn spoon down his gullet, and, but for 
the prompt and skilful attention of the Hospital warder, who at 
once extracted the spoon, a fatal result would have occurred. 

Two cases were sent to the asylum but both were insane on com- 
mittal. 

I did not find it necessary to interfere with any case of dis- 
ciplinary punishment. - 

The Prison is in an excellent sanitary condition. 


GALWAY PRISON. 


Extraqts from the GOVERNOR’S Report. 

The. conduct of the subordinate officers has been good and de- 
faults on tlleir part have been few: They have been zealous, and 

painstaking in the. performance of their duties and careful in 
managing prisoners according to the requirements of discipline. 
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The conduct of the male prisoners has been almost uniformly 
good and there has been no serious misconduct amongst them. 
Cases reported have been chiefly for idleness, and, only where such 
idleness was of a persistent character, were the prisoners punished. 

That of the females has not been so good. In the latter case, 
however, the acts of misconduct have been confined to a few in- 
dividuals — habitual offenders — on whom persuasive influence seems 
to have little effect. In my experience, a male prisoner who gives 
his parole for future orderly conduct, respects his promise even 
though he be a habitual criminal; but not so the females. 

Of individuals convicted of crime for the first time hardly any 
have been re-committed to prison. My observations on this point 
refer not only to the past year but to,' my whole period ofi service 
here. The Royal Commission on the Care and Control of the Feeble- 
minded inquired particularly regarding* this question, and I was 
able to give them a favourable reply. 

As the population of this County is not, as in England or 
populous districts, of a nomad disposition, it is practically certain 
that any such would if re-convicted be again committed to this 
prison. 

Associated labour is carried out as far as possible, the main 
industries being mat-inaking, stone-breaking, and gardening. The 
mats hardly meet with the sale they deserve, and whilst the stone- 
breaking industry has been hitherto lucrative there are indications 
that it will be less profitable in the future. 

The garden, which, though comparatively small, is highly cul- 
tivated, produces all vegetables necessary for Prison use, and in 
addition a surplus for sale.

Extracts from the CHURCH OF IRELAND CHAPLAIN’S 
Report. 


During the year ended 31sb December, 1906, eighteen Church of 
Ireland prisoners were under my charge. 

Most of these were for short terms. Of the remaining seven who 
were undergoing terms varying frotn two months to nine, I was able 
to give one a fresh start in' Liverpool,; another in; Canada, and a 
third I took into my own' employment and he continues to give me 
satisfaction. 


Extracts from the ROMAN CATHOLIC CHAPLAIN’S Report. 

No occurrence has taken place during the past year to require 
special observation upon my part. 

The prisoners of the Galway Gaol have during the past year 
availed themselves to a very great extent of the ministrations of the 
R. C. Chaplain and his assistants. 
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During year 1906 no death occurred in the Prison. 

There were four male prisoners who suffered from very severe influenza, 
two of whom, and three women, were released on medical grounds. 
Four insane prisoners were sent to the asylum. 

I regret that there was no reduction in the number of Itch cases 
committed. This disease seems to have been very prevalent and 
widely spread through the country. Otherwise the health of the 
prisoners and of the staff has been good. 


KILKENNY PRISON. 

Extracts from the GOVERNOR’S Report. 


The conduct of the subordinate officers has been very satisfactory, 
and the discipline of the Prison well maintained. Two of the staff 
retired during the year, one owing to ill-health, and the other 
under the age clause — the latter I am glad to learn has since been 
decorated with the Imperial Service Medal. 

The conduct' of the prisoners, on the whole, was very good, there 
being but 63 out of a gross total of 905 dealt with for minor offences, 
and in only two instances were the Visiting Justices called upon to 
exercise their powers with refractory prisoners. 

One juvenile adult was! transferred to Clonmel Prison. 

There were no escapes or attempts to escape. 

Full employment has been found for the prisoners in mat-making, 
shoe-making, yeast bag making, stone-breaking, cutting and. tying 
wood for kindling, repairing prisoners’ clothes, shoes, etc., car- 
pentering, blacksmithing, masonry, laundry work, and gardening. 

The Medical Officer and Chaplains of all denominations, or their 
approved substitutes, have been regular in their attendance, and 
the nuns continue to take great interest in the welfare of the 
prisoners. 

The School instruction has been carried out by the Schoolmaster 
in an efficient manner.

It gives me satisfaction to report) that the prisoners under my 
spiritual care appear to value the means of grace provided for 
them — I have found them always most attentive to any words of 
advice I give them, whether in private or public ministration. 
They also join most heartily, and apparently with sincerity, in our 
service in the chapel. 



Extracts from the ROMAN CATHOLIC CHAPLAIN’S Report. 

Both from a moral and physical point of view I consider that the 
condition of this Prison, during the last year, was highly satis- 
factory. The prisoners were very reverent during Divine Service, 
very attentive to the instructions which were regularly given to 
them, and with few exception they seem to profit by them. 
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I believe that, so far as was consistent with the maintenance of 
strict discipline, the prisoners were treated justly and kindly, and 
I received no complaint of undue severity. 

Secular instruction received careful attention. In cleanliness, 
order, discipline, due consideration for the health of the prisoners, 
and strict attention to their improvement, I should think Kilkenny 
Prison is now a model prison. 


Extracts from the MEDICAL OFFICER’S Report. 

During the year 1906 twelve warders were treated in their 
quarters, one invalided from the Service, suffering from phthisis. 

The others only suffered from trivial complaints and colds. 

No prisoner was discharged on medical grounds, and no death 
occurred in the Prison during the year. 

No case of zymotic disease amongst the prisoners ; ten were treated 
in hospital. 

Three cases were transferred to lunatic asylums, two of whom 
were insane on committal. 


KILMAINHAM PRISON. 


Extracts from the GOVERNOR’S Report. 

Thel conduct of the officers during the past year has been very 
good. 

The conduct of the prisoners has been good. The diminution in 
the number of punishments compared with former years is very 
noticeable. 

In no instance during the year had a Visiting Justice to be called 
in to adjudicate in the punishment of' any prisoner. AIL reports 
against prisoners were dealt with by the Governor. 

In only two cases had restraint to be used and this for a short 
period. 

There has been no escape or attempt to escape. 

The employment of prisoners eligible for association continues to 
be carried out in the spacious hall of the prison, so well adapted 
for this purpose. The prisoners, whilst so employed, were well con- 
ducted, and performed their work in a satisfactory manner. 

The prisoners have been employed at stone-breaking, mat-making, 
chopping and preparing firewood, making yeast bags, picking 
oakum and fibre, cooking, and cultivating a patch of ground out- 
side the boundary wall of the prison from which a supply of fresh 
vegetables is obtained for the use of the prisoners. 

The ventilation and sanitary arrangements are in good order. 

There is an ample supply of water and the sewers are regularly 
flushed. •, 

The Schoolmaster warder is painstaking in imparting secular 
instruction to those prisoners 1 entitled to receive it. 

Particular attention in this respect is paid to juvenile offenders 
both by the respective Chaplains and Schoolmaster warder. 

The Medical Officer and Chaplains have been most regular in their 
attendance and performed their duties in a : very satisfactory 
manner, 
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The Visiting Committee take a very, aotive interest in the work- 
ing of the prison. They meet regularly once a month, and in- 
dividual members come in occasionally.

Bible, 
Prayer Book, and Hymnal have been placed in their cells, as well 
as other books, according to rule. Spiritual ministrations have 
always been accepted, generally welcomed, and, I have reason to 
believe, in some cases, have been fruitful in changed lives.

I am much pleased to report that the conduct of the R. C. 
prisoners, during the past year, was most satisfactory. 

They were always ready to receive our ministrations very 
willingly.

The health of the staff has been good during the past year, only 
one suffering from any serious affection. He was sent to the Mater 
Misericordiae Hospital for treatment, and is long since recovered. 

The health of all prisoners generally has been satisfactory. There 
was no special illness of any kind prevailing, and indeed few were 
under treatment in hospital. 

There was no death, four prisoners were discharged on medical 
grounds, and four more were sent to an asylum ; these were iusane 
on committal. I always found the food good, and the general 
arrangements for health purposes very satisfactory. 
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LIMERICK PRISON. 


Extracts from the GOVERNORS Report. 


The conduct of the subordinate officers has been good during the 
year. 

The conduct of the prisoners has been generally satisfactory, the 
number of punishments! ordered amounting to only 60 as against 
94 in the previous year. Recourse to restraint became necessary 
on only one occasion, and that in the case of a prisoner subsequently 
certified to be insane. 


There have been no escapes or attempts at escape during the 
year. 

The labour available for prisoners consisted almost entirely of 
mat-making, firewood manufacture, and stone-breaking, oakum 
picking being of necessity carried on in cells morning and evening 
by prisoners serving short sentences, in the absence of more desir- 
able work. Employment is given occasionally in the tilling of the 
small garden plots, from which sufficient vegetables for the use of 
the prison are produced. 

Untried prisoners have been given the option of engaging at 
work in the manufacture of firewood in the open air instead of 
retiring to their cells on completion of their two hours allotted 
exercise, and all, without exception, have gladly consented to remain 
out at work. The untried, while so employed, are located in a 
yard separate and detached from that in which the convicted per- 
form their out-door work. 

Instruction has been given by the Schoolmaster to all prisoners 
eligible under the regulations to receive it. 

The local Prisoners’ Aid Society, which is not sectarian in char- 
acter, and which renders assistance to both malesl and females on 
discharge, continues to manifest the same praise-worthy interest, 
as in past years, in all cases apparently deserving of aid and 
attention.

I beg to report that in general the health of the officers and 
prisoners was good during tho year 1906. No death occurred, in 
the prison, nor was there any prisoner discharged on medical 
grounds. . . 

There were in all only four admissions to the Prison hospital 
during the year, three Imales and a / female, the latter being shortly 
after her confinement when committed, required hospital treatment, 
and neither of the three male prisoners, though requiring removal 
to hospital, suffered from a serious complaint. 

Six prisoners were removed to lunatic asylums, all of whom were 
insane on committal. 

To guard as far as possible against Enteric, the milk and water 
of this prison are both boiled before use. 

The sanitary arrangements and ventilation are in excellent 
working order. 

The hospital accommodation provided under the new arrange- 
ment, consequent on the removal of the female prisoners to this 
prison, has been found to be ample, and in every respect satis- 
factory in both the male and the female prisons. 


LONDONDERRY PRISON. 


Extracts from the GOVERNOR’S Report. 


During the year under report the conduct of the subordinate 
officers has on the whole been very good and their, duties generally 
well carried out. 

During the latter end of the year the Chief Warder and Hospital 
Warder were both incapacitated for some time,, the result in each 
case of unfortunate accidents while in the discharge of their duties. 
Their loss on the effective strength of the staff was much felt. Both 
these officers, I am happy to record, have since recovered and been 
able to resume their usual duties. 

Of the total number of prisoners received during the year, 755 
males and 326 females were committed for drunkenness only, and 
for drunkenness combined with assaults, etc., 86 males and 19 
females were committed — giving a percentage of 59.87 committals 
due to drink as compared with 60.55 the previous year. 

The conduct of the prisoners has, with a few exceptions, been 
good, the number of punishments working out to 8 per cent, of the 
aggregate number in custody. The majority of these were for 
minor offences which were seldom repeated by the same prisoner, 
and a few recurring cases of idleness for which the tramp class 
was as usual mainly responsible. 

With the exception of the cases of idleness referred to, the various 
tasks of labour, etc., were well performed, the several privileges 
provided by the Progressive Stage System having, as always, a good 
effect in this direction for those prisoners whose sentences were long 
enough to come under the provisions of the system. 

No prisoners were eligible for Conversational Exercise under 
Standing Order No. 28. 

There were no escapes or attempts at escape during the year. 
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Twenty-four male prisoners and 1 female were helped after dis- 
charge by the Prisoners’ Aid Societies, assisted by grants from the 
Board. The above includes 3 discharged soldiers, who, in addition, 
to other help were given a passage to their homes in England. 

The Visiting Committee have met regularly every month, and 
individual members have paid separate visits from time to time. 

Prisoners have been employed at the following labour and trades : 
— Tailoring and needlework, shoe-making, mat-making, picking 
and spinning oakum, wood-chopping (for firewood), carpentry, 
stonedjreaking, washing, bag-making. 

I was able to get a good deal more stone-breaking done than in 
former years. 

In the mat-making industry also there have been increased sales, 
and a slight increase in the sales for firewood is also recorded.

Extracts prom the GOVERNOR’S Report. 


The prisoners on the whole have been well conducted. They are 
employed at various trades and industries, weaving, mat-making, 
coir-matting, boot and shoemaking, brush making, tailoring (officers 
uniform and prisoners clothing) weaving (frieze for prisoners clothing, 
and the blankets for the whole Prisons service), smithing, carpentering, 
sack and mailbag making and repairing (the latter for the General 
Post Office), paillasse and bolster cover making, also sheets for the 
Royal Irish Constabulary, wood-cutting and chopping and tying in 
bundles for fire kindling, stone breaking, gardening, making and baking 
the different kinds of bread for use in this Prison (male and female), 
as well as for Kilmainham and Maryborough prisons. The new 
Association Workshop which has been built by prison labour is now 
ready for the roof ; which will be proceeded with at once. The new 
laundry gives every satisfaction, a new ironing room in connection with 
the laundry will be fitted up at once ; besides laundry work the female 
prisoners are employed at gardening, knitting and needlework. In all 
these employments prisoners (except H. L. prisoners for the first month 
of their sentence) who, by good conduct and industry have become 
eligible for the privilege, are employed at work in association, which is 
much appreciated and rarely abused by them. The library is kept well 
stocked with books, and after work affords a much appreciated means 
of relaxation to prisoners. 

There Were twenty-one male and eight female juvenile prisoners com- 
mitted direct or transferred from other prisons to my custody during 
the year. Of these eight males were transferred to be treated in 
the special juvenile class which was established here some few years 
ago. 

The Visiting Committee meet once a month, and take great interest 
in their work. The Chaplains, or their approved substitutes, have been 
regular and frequent in their attendances, and have always shown a 
strong interest in the temporal as well as the spiritual welfare of their 
respective congregations. 

The Discharged Prisoners Aid Societies continue their ever ready 
willingness to assist prisoners on release, who may be brought under 
their notice as worthy of assistance, and eleven prisoners, discharged 
soldiers from the Army, who had no other means of getting back to 
their homes in England, and Scotland, Were, on my recommendation, 
provided with funds for that purpose by the General Prisons Board. 
In all such cases the men are escorted to the steamer by the Board’s 
Agent, Mr. Bolton, who is a very zealous and useful official.

Extracts from the CHURCH OF IRELAND CHAPLAIN’S Report, 
Male Prison. 

I have been on duty as Chaplain for so short a time that my report 
cannot be of a very comprehensive nature. 

The Governor has assisted me in every possible way and has given 
careful and individual consideration to the cases of all prisoners with 
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the object of assisting each on discharge to have an opportunity of 
leading a respectable life, and although the work is most difficult still 
with the valuable help of the Prisoners Aid Society something has been 
accomplished. 

From enquiries made I find that Divine Service was held each 
Sunday during the year, and that prisoners were visited regularly in 
their cells, and that the Hospital cases received due attention. The 
Holy Communion was celebrated at Christmas and Easter, the number 
of Communicants being five and seventeen respectively. 

The services are joined in by the prisoners in a most hearty manner, 
and the responses are well answered. The prisoners seem to enter with 
special pleasure into the musical part of the service, and the effect of 
singing well known hymns is I believe most beneficial, and seems to 
have a softening effect upon them. I am exceedingly glad consent has 
been given for a harmonium or American organ to be provided as up 
to the present this part of the service has been carried on under much 
difficulty. 

The books in the Library are in good condition, and have been 
very suitably chosen. 

I wish to return my sincere thanks to the Prisoners’ Aid Society 
for the valuable Work they have done during the year. 


Female Prison. 

From enquiries I have made I find that Divine Service has been held 
each Sunday during the year, and the prisoners visited regularly in their 
cells. 

With the assistance of the lady visitor every effort has been made 
to reclaim such prisoners as were Willing to try and lead a respectable 
life, and I wish to thank the Prisoners’ Aid Society for the valuable help 
they have given during the year. Regular religious instruction is given 
to the convicts twice each week in their cells. 

There Were celebrations of the Holy Communion at Christmas and 
Easter, and the attendance was three and six respectively. 


Extracts from the ROMAN CATHOLIC CHAPLAIN’S Report. 

We have during the year visited prisoners constantly, we have 
advised them and helped them to the best of our abilities. We are 
happy to think that our efforts have had a fair measure of success. 

We have to regret, however, that large numbers of prisoners return 
to prison over and over again. From long habits of drink and idleness, 
many are either unwilling or unable to maintain themselves in honesty 
out of prison. We are convinced that as long as there is not established 
a graduated scheme of punishment, regulated in some way by reference 
to previous convictions, so that on each conviction, the term of 
imprisonment should automatically increase, real reform of such people 
will remain impracticable. At present, they have not the slightest 
fear of doing their month or seven days— in fact many of them regard 
their stay in prison as a rest-cure, necessary to restore their shattered 
constitutions, and enable them to begin the old routine again.

Extracts from the PRESBYTERIAN CHAPLAIN’S Report. 

In regard to the religious and moral condition of the prisoners, 
one cannot report with any degree of confidence, having regard to 
the antecedents of the men and their present circumstances. They 
are most attentive to the religious instruction given them, and very 
amenable to the personal counsel given them from time to time, 
s •* None of the prisoners under my care is illiterate ; some of them 
are men of considerable education. 


Extracts from the MEDICAL OFFICER’S Report. 


The health generally of the officers and prisoners has been satisfactory. 
No epidemic occurred. 

Four prisoners died during the year, three of the cases occurring 
in the female, and one in the male prison. The cause of death in three 
of these cases Was acute pneumonia, and the other prisoner died from 
congestion of the brain followed by coma. 

One Warder was retired during the year on medical grounds. 

Nine male and six female prisoners were certified to be insane, 
and transferred to lunatic asylums. 

Three female and two male prisoners Were released on medical 
grounds, two of them being female prisoners who were near their 
confinement. 

Four confinements took place in the female hospital, one of the 
women being delivered of triplets. 

There were sixty male, and twenty- one female prisoners found to 
be of weak mind, where special medical treatment Was found necessary. 

Five prisoners attempted, apparently, to commit suicide. One of 
these cases only Was a genuine one, and the man was found to be insane, 
and transferred to an asylum. 

During the year 329 patients were treated in the prison hospital, 
giving a daily average of 12 • 5 ; while in the female hospital 345 patients 
were under treatment, the daily average being 9-7. 

The food supplies Were of a good quality, and the cooking was care- 
fully performed. 

The clothing and bedding have been good and sufficient, and the 
ventilation and general sanitary arrangements satisfactory. 


SLIGO PRISON. 


Extracts from the GOVERNOR’S Report. 


The conduct of the officers was very good, and they performed 
their duties in a satisfactory manner. 

The conduct of the prisoners Was, with few exceptions, good, and 
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the number of punishments comparatively small. Those punished 
were chiefly of the class known as “ old offenders.” There was no 
case of restraint. 

The male prisoners were employed at agricultural work, mat-making, 
gardening, wood cutting, oakum picking, stone breaking, labouring, 
and cleaning prison and grounds ; the females sewing, knitting, and 
washing. 

The various industries were looked after with uniform care, and the 
prisoners, on the whole, performed their work cheerfully and well. 

The present system of treatment offers every good incentive towards 
their reformation. They realize this ; are hopeful, and show a 
determination to amend their lives, j 

It is earnestly to be Wished that this salutary change manifested 
in prison may be continued after their release, and so enable them to 
become useful members of the community, instead of persisting in a 
course of crime. 

The agricultural industry is carried on under the supervision of- a 
skilled and painstaking gardener, and the results continue to be highly 
satisfactory. The prisoners derive the fullest benefit, bodily and 
mentally, from this employment. 

The prison buildings, fenced, etc., are in good condition. 

The secular instruction received careful attention, and good results 
followed. 

The library books are largely availed of, and very much appreciated. 

Special attention has been devoted to the treatment ; of juvenile 
offenders. 

The Chaplains attended regularly, • and did all in their power for 
the spiritual and temporal Welfare of the prisoners. 

The Sisters of Charity visited the female prisoners weekly, and the 
advice and instruction they afford are certain to be productive of much 
good. 

There Was no escape or attempt to escape during the year.

During the past year I had eleven prisoners in my charge, two 
female and nine male prisoners. 

They were obedient, and always, I believe, glad to see me. Their 
conduct on the whole was good. 

Nothing of special importance occurred during the year. 


Extracts prom the ROMAN CATHOLIC CHAPLAIN’S Report. 


In maldng my annual report regarding the state of things, which 
came under observation for the last twelve months, I see no 
substantial change to record. The prisoners are, on the whole, 
submissive to authority, listen with attention to the instruction given 
by the priests, in some instances they show signs of regret for their 
past misdeeds, while it must be said, their demeanour at Mass- is good. 

The officers of the prison (from the Governor down to the last 
official), are kind in their treatment of the prisoners committed to their 
charge, which has a beneficial effect, sometimes even to the extent of 
reclaiming largely the most obdurate among them, while all appreciated 
it in their changed condition of prison fife. 


Extracts prom the MEDICAL OFFICER’S Report. 


I can report for the past year that the general health of the officers 
and prisoners has been good. Of the later 370 minor complaints Were 
treated : this is an increase on the previous year’s number, chiefly 
attributable to a considerable proportion of the committals being in a 
condition, on reception, that required attention. There were three 
cases treated in hospital. 
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Two females were released on medical grounds, owing to advanced 
state of pregnancy. One female died from heart failure immediately 
after arrival at the prison. Two males, and one female, were found to 
he insane, and were removed to the District Lunatic Asylum. The 
ventilation and sanitation of the prison are good. The water supply 

for all purposes abundant. . _ 

I found the provisions on each of my inspections of good quality, 
and the rations well cooked for issue. 

An epidemic of typhoid fever existed during a portion of the year 
in districts attached to this prison. Prisoners received from these 
localities were carefully watched, isolated, and placed under special 
observation for a reasonable time after reception. Happily no case of 
this kind occurred in the prison. 


TULLAMORE PRISON. 


Extracts prom the GOVERNOR’S Report. 


The conduct of the subordinate staff during the year was, on the 
whole, very good, and a decided improvement on that of the former 
year. 

The conduct of prisoners during the calendar year ended 31st 
December, 1906, was comparatively very good : out of a total of 785 
prisoners in custody, it Was found necessary to punish only twenty- 
one males, and 1 female i There were no escapes nor attempts at 
escape during the year. One prisoner attempted to commit suicide. He 
was a military prisoner undergoing a term of six calendar months H. L., 
and discharged from the army. 

Secular instruction was well looked after, and a great number of 
prisoners were vastly benefited thereby. A good number who were 
illiterate on reception could read and write before release. 

The only alteration to buildings Was in the Roman Catholic Chapel, 
the roof of which became dangerous, and was considerably altered and 
improved. The interior was also altered and greatly improved to the 
entire satisfaction of the chaplain, and the visiting committee have 
expressed their approval and appreciation of the change. 

The buildings generally have been kept in a good state of repair.

In making my annual report I Lave pleasure in stating that the 
conduct of the prisoners under my spiritual charge has been very 
satisfactory. They have, in most cases, shown a desire to do better, 
and I have reason to hope that the action of the Prison Board in 
assisting them to make their Way to places where they can obtain work, 
will be attended with beneficial results. Their conduct at Divine worship 
has been good, and an intelligent interest in the services has been 
manifested. I have also noticed considerable improvement m secular 
knowledge in many cases. 

Extracts from the ROMAN CATHOLIC CHAPLAIN’S Report. 

I am happy to be in a position to report that all the Catholic 
prisoners, without exception, have availed of every spiritual assistance 
given to them, not only on the occasion of their admission and 
discharge, but throughout the term of their imprisonment, 
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I was particularly struck with their devotion at the holy Sacrifice 
of the Mass on Sundays, and Holidays, and their marked attention 
during the Sermon.

WATERFORD PRISON. 


Extracts prom the GOVERNOR’S REPORT. 


I have to record with pleasure that only five juvenile (under 16 
years) offenders were committed during the year, as against ten last 
year j of the five, only two were convicted and sentenced to fourteen 
days imprisonment in default of fine, for annoying neighbours. After 
a few days the balance of fine was paid, and the children sent home. 
Pity is, they had. ever been inside prison, as, especially with children, it 
is the unknown that has the deterring effect. 

The Prisons Board have called attention in the annual reports for 
some years past to the evil results consequent upon imposing short 
sentences on habituals. I regret to say that, so far as the districts 
served by this prison are concerned, the Board’s endeavours in this 
direction do not appear to have had the desired effect. Possibly the 
following facts may cause the question to receive further attention, 
and lead to the introduction of a system of “ progressive sentences,’ 
or the establishment of an “ Adult Reformatory ” for those unfit for 
prison discipline. 

Another description of sentence that appears to me injurious to 
prison discipline is that of imposing sentences of imprisonment in default 
of bail, for criminal offences. As the law stands at present, work is 
optional with a bail prisoner. A prisoner whose notorious bad 
character makes the procuring of bail impossible, is sentenced to six 
months hard labour, and in default of procuring bail a further six 
months imprisonment. That a prisoner under such circumstances 
should be allowed to remain idle, and at the same time enj oy all the 
privileges of an untried prisoner, with a superior class of diet to that 
of the hard labour sentenced prisoner, is a state of affairs that requires 
only a few instances to realise the evil effects of. I give one» who 
began prison life when 23 years of age. In less than ten years, he has 
served sixteen sentences, covering six and a half years. He considers 
himself too smart to work, he assaults the officials in the workhouses, 
and the police when arresting him. 
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The prisoners, with few exceptions, have been well conducted, 
idleness is accountable for nearly all the punishments. The usual 
industries, firewood manufacture, mat making, vegetable gardening, 
and stone breaking, find outdoor employment for nearly all the male 
prisoners during the day. The principal occupations for female prisoners 
are laundry work, cooking and knitting. Both sexes are employed in 
their respective prisons cleaning, whitewashing, painting, and 
maintaining the interior and exterior of the buildings, grounds and 
gardens, in order and repair. 

There have been no escapes or attempts to escape. The conduct 
of the staff has been satisfactory, except in those instances brought 
to the notice of the Board. The Chaplains visit regularly, and conduct 
their respective services, they also examine the prisoners’ school work. 

The Sisters of Charity, and the Prisoners’ Aid Society, have been 
successful in their good work to a greater extent than usual 

The Visiting Justices have attended in larger numbers than usual, 
both from the City, County, and County Wexford. They take a keen 
interest in the affairs of the prisoners, and the prison, see every 
prisoner, and inspect all parts of the prison, examine the food, and 
make a monthly report, which is forwarded to the Board. Several 
contracts have been satisfactorily carried out during the year, 
repairing roofs, erecting new eave gutters and down pipes, and 
bringing the sanitary conditions of various out buildings up to the 
same standard as that of the main prison, a considerable amount of 
the ordinary repairs and general upkeep being carried out by prison 
labour.

Extracts prom the CHURCH OF IRELAND CHAPLAIN’S Report. 


I desire to call attention to tlie fact that in almost all the cases 
that have came under my notice during the past year, drink has been 
directly or indirectly the cause of committal. During imprisonment, 
the supply being cut off, there is naturally a marked improvement in 
both appearance and disposition. I find that it is possible to awaken 
a desire for a better life, but when released the temptations prove too 
strong, and the good effect produced during the imprisonment is 
destroyed. It is, I think, to be regretted that there are no facilities 
for such persons voluntarily to enter a suitable home for inebriates, 
where a cure might be effected. Female prisoners, where they can 
be persuaded, I always send to a Refuge, but the results are not 
satisfactory; It seems very difficult for them to overcome the spirit 
of restlessness. Still we are bound to persevere, and certain cases show 
that rescue is possible, though not frequent.

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Extracts from the ROMAN CATHOLIC CHAPLAIN’S Report. 


This year I introduced Missioners from among the Vincentian 
Fathers of Cork. They lectured principally on temperance, theft, 
and betting, with, I believe, very good results. The Governor informs 
me he has noticed great quiet and order ever since, and we both hope 
sincerely it may continue so. 


Extracts from the MEDICAL OFFICER’S Report. 


The health of the prison, both as regards the officials and the 
prisoners, has on the whole been good. 

There were no deaths, no attempts at suicide. There were two 
prisoners discharged on medical grounds, one male, and one female. 
There were seven cases of insanity during the year. 

The prison drainage has been re-modelled, and also extensive 
structural alterations in part of prison. The various diets are of good 
quality, Well cooked, carefully and cleanly served. The drinking water 
is very good, the water supply is good. The clothing and bedding are 
good and sufficient. 

The heating of the prison is good and satisfactory. 


MARYBOROUGH CONVICT PRISON. 


Extracts from the GOVERNOR’S Report. 


The conduct of the subordinate officers has been good except in 
two cases specially reported on. 

The conduct and industry of the majority of convicts have been 
good. 

There were no escapes or attempted escapes. 

There were six cases of assaults on officers, four being committed 
by the same convict. The officers assaulted were not seriously injured, 
the cases were reported to the Board, and exemplary punishments 
were awarded in each case. 

The indoor work of the Prison consists of shoe making, tailoring, 
carpentry, etc., and it is carried out under the instruction of trade 
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warders in well ventilated and commodious workshops, and many 
convicts are fitted to take their places out in the world, hy the 
knowledge of useful trades acquired in prison. 

The farm attached to the prison continues to give useful employment 
to a large number of convicts, and the crops, consisting of fruit, oats, 
hay, potatoes, etc., were good (the potatoes moderately so), and 
abundant, the profits on the sale of which, exceed those of any previous 
year. 

The tiling of the new prison is completed. 

The Protestant Chapel has been enlarged, and is now capable of 
seating ten officers and fifty convicts,, being ample accommodation for 
present and future requirements. A serpentine course has been added 
to the stream from the bacteria beds, which joins the main stream at 
a point near the bridge at the north end of the farm. 

The prison buildings, walls, fences, etc., are in good order. 

The education of convicts continues to be a subject receiving special 
attention, and is carried out under the able instruction of the School- 
master, and the Assistant Schoolmaster Warder, the Chaplains 
attending to the classifications, and the result is very good. 

The Chaplains and their substitutes have been regular in their 
attendance, and have displayed the greatest interest in the spiritual 
and temporal Welfare of the convicts committed to their care. 

The Medical Officer has been regular in his attendance, and has 
performed his duties with zeal, tact, and ability. 

The Chief and Principal Warders, and the clerical staff, have 
performed their duties satisfactorily.

Extracts from the CHURCH OF IRELAND CHAPLAIN’S Report. 


I beg to report that the prisoners committed to my spiritual care 
have, during the past year, been regular in their attendance at Divine 
Service. Unlike former years, there have been no requests, as far as 
my memory serves me, to bebxempt from attending the Church services. 
The demeanour of prisoners in Church, and their attention to my 
addresses, have been all I that could desire. 

My personal visits to them in their cells are always highly appreciated 
by the prisoners. They speak to me very freely on all subjects, giving 
me their opinions on the discipline of the prison, punishments inflicted, 
etc. I am glad to be able to say that I haven’t heard, during the past 
year, a single complaint from any of my prisoners as regards their 
treatment, or punishment inflicted. If this can be taken as an index of 
the judicious government of the prison, and I think it can, then it 
speaks volumes for those in authority. 

I always make a practice of visiting very frequently any of the 
prisoners in hospital. They seem to feel specially lonely in hospital, 
and are cheered up by a visit from the Chaplain, and they are also 
more susceptible at such times to spiritual advice. 
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I have visited the school periodically during the year, and have 
always found work going on satisfactorily. I have also superintended 
the examinations for school classification of the prisoners. 


Extracts prom the ROMAN CATHOLIC CHAPLAIN’S Report. 


It gives me pleasure to state that the religious and moral con- 
dition of this prison continues, on the whole, to be satisfactory. 
The great bulk of the Roman Catholic convicts evince a gratifying 
willingness to avail of the religious helps that are abundantly at their 
disposal. They listen to instructions with attention, are respectful in 
chapel, and approach the sacraments with fair regularity. The new 
chapel which, I am thankful to note, is in progress of being prepared, 
will be a great assistance. The apartment, hitherto set aside for Divine 
Service, though devotionally equipped, and fairly comfortable, 
possessed little of the dignity consistent with Divine Worship. In 
matters of this kind, paradoxical as it may seem, there_is hardly another 
congregation so critical as convicts. Men, who whilst at liberty, rarely 
enter a church, become quite fastidious in their taste, and profess 
themselves actuated with singular zeal for the beauty of God’s house, 
when they have become, by their crimes, the inmates of a jail. No 
matter what judgment we form of their sincerity, we should, for 
independent and higher reasons, afford such men no ground for 
grumbling or discontent. 

I note, with increasing satisfaction, the marked effects which the 
well- organized system of work-shops, and the agricultural employment 
of the convicts, produce in the direction of reform. The schools 
continue to be conducted in the most excellent manner, and the library, 
to which a new supply of books is added every year, affords a grateful 
solace to the loneliness of imprisonment, and enable the convicts to 
support the loss of liberty with comparative happiness and content. 

Viewing the prison as a whole, I am of opinion that the beneficent 
influences of the modern system of treatment have made themselves 
distinctly sensible, and that the average convict is now more than 
hitherto amenable to advice and capable of being reclaimed. Indeed, 
when I consider what the history must be of those who are massed 
together in our convict prison, I sometimes wonder into what an 
orderly and well-behaved community they have been moulded by 
wise and humane discipline. It is not infrequent to meet men who 
express their gratitude to Divine Providence for rescuing them from 
a course of crime, and giving them the opportunities of the prison 
to eradicate their evil habits, and confirm themselves in the resolution 
of a future good life. This is the feature I contemplate with greatest 
satisfaction — the general, all-round improvement which, I think, I 
observe, and which I attribute, under the blessing of God and the helps 
of religion, to a system of prison discipline characterized by cumider- 
ateness and humanity, and administered with sympathy and skill. 

There are, of course, the inevitable few who, mostly from mental 
obliquity, yield little response to efforts to reclaim them. It some- 
times happens that these men desire to be exempted from religious 
duty. When such request was unaccompanied by sufficient reason, 
I have invariable refused it. Mere whim, or bad humour, or distate 
for religious exercises, which is the natural result of a course of crime, 
could not, I have thought, be yielded to without serious prejudice 
to prison discipline. 
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Extracts from the PRESBYTERIAN CHAPLAIN’S Report. 


It is a pleasure to report that the conduct of the prisoners under my 
care has been exemplary during the year. 

Their attention at both Sabbath and week day Services has been 
encouraging and the singing of the hymns chosen by the prisoners 
themselves on Saturday evenings satisfactory. 

Although one feels discouraged when one sees a convict returning 
to prison, being released but a short time, it is stimulating to know 
that one’s work is not altogether in vain, and that real lasting good 
can be and is being done. 

I trust that our united efforts may result in reformation and 
fruitfulness. 


Extracts from the MEDICAL OFFICER’S Report. 


I have the honour to report on the health of the staff and convicts, 
as Well as the sanitary condition of this prison for the year ending 31st 
December, 1906. The year, from a medical aspect, may be described 
as uneventful, since there has been neither casualty nor epidemic 
calling for note, and the sanitary condition of the several buildings 
has been satisfactory. In last year’s report I mentioned the comparative 
absence of pulmonary consumption in prisoners undergoing penal 
servitude, although the ranks from which convicts are'Tusually taken 
would be, one would think, the most likely to find tubercular disease 
in its dormant or developed state, still the reverse is found to. be the 
fact. Now this year, as last, there exists but one case of pulmonary 
consumption in custody here, and this one case is the self sameYase 
recorded last year. It is one of a very chronic nature, and although 
the condition of lungs does not show appreciable improvement, the 
general strength has increased, and a marked addition in weight can 
be recorded. : : 4l|pj 

There were but two' deaths during the year, one a case of internal 
cancer in a very old man, the other from pleuritis with effusion, and 
there Were only two prisoners released from custody on medical grounds, 
therefore, the health and longevity of the inmates compare more than 
favourably with any equal number of the population living under 
generally supposed more favourable circumstances, where “ change and 
rest ” are frequently indulged in, and considered indispensable. 

The food is good — indeed excellent — and ample, and the clothes, 
bedding, and heating by hot pipes in the winter leaves nothing to be 
desired, The farm gives facilities for outdoor employment, which is 
found in practice of inestimable benefit to bodily health, and, often 
saves a mind from continued depression, which if not relieved by change 
of work and open air, would doubtless gravitate still further, and 
probably end t in insanity. The staff enjoy excellent health. Two 
warders were returned medically unfit for further service, their efficiency 
becoming impaired by health and strength permanently running below 
that high standard of fitness which is necessary at all times for the 
performance of their duties.

and provision store ; papering diningroom in Governor’s house ;

and fixing new grate, and colouring three bedrooms and kitchen in 
Chief Warder’s quarters limewashing, painting, glazing, plumbing 
and the necessary repairs to floors, windows, roofs, &c., throughout 
the Reformatory.

In two instances sentences of detention in the Reformatory were in 
addition to terms of seven days and six months imprisonment. 

Two of the females committed during the year were not previouslv 
convicted of any offence. All the other committals, both males and 
females, Were previously convicted of divers offences, the number of 
previous convictions varying from two to twenty-four in the case of the 
males, and from one to seventeen in the case of the females. One male 
and one female inmate were for a time confined in Lunatic Asylums, 
and another female was treated in a private Inebriate Home. 

The male inmates as heretofore have been employed in carpentry, 
gardening, in the necessary altering and repairing of Reformatory 
buildings, chopping fire-wood, etc. The female inmates cook, wash, 
knit, make and repair inmates’ clothing, and officers’ uniforms, and do 
sewing, fancy work, etc., for the shops. 

The inmates are as far as possible given work that, besides training 
them to habits of industry, and regularity, may enable them to earn 
an honest living when they leave the institution. In addition to this, 
a good deal of the work, especially in the case of the women, is of a 
kind that will be of use to them in their own homes, and will often afford 
them useful and interesting work in their free time. 

The recreation hours are rendered as pleasant as circumstances 
permit, and the various games, singing, and music are well appreciated 
and enjoyed. 
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The conduct of the inmates has, in general, been good during the 
year. Their health has always greatly improved, and a markedjchange 
for the better is nearly always shown in the general bearing and conduct 
of the inebriates when some time in the institution. 

I am glad to say that the inebriates committed during the past year 
have not, as a rule, spent so much of their time in prison, as those 
committed in previous years, though the majority have been drinking 
for the greater part of their lives. That a great number of old offenders, 
and drunkards of long standing, should be committed to the 
Reformatory during its earlier years, is inevitable, and is even 
desirable, if only for the well-being of society, and to prevent them from 
leading others into the same drunken and disorderly courses ; but 
such subjects are not, of course, the most hopeful ones as regards 
reformation, and it is a pity, now that the Reformatory is open for them, 
that those other unfortunate men and women who are beginning a 
career of intemperance and crime are not, at once, sent to the 
Reformatory, before the possibility of their recovering their will-power 
and self respect has become, practically, hopeless. 

We can well understand and sympathise with the magistrate or 
judge Who shrinks from tearing the bread-winner away from his wife 
and family, and confining him for two or three years in a Reformatory, 
but, after all, is it not better to take this man away while there yet 
remains a chance of his being saved, than to leave him to sink deeper 
and deeper into the slough of intemperance, ruin himself and his family, 
and in all probability teach his children to be drunkards like himself. 
Indeed, the habitual drunkard, far from being a help to his family, 
often squanders not only his own earnings, if any, but those also of his 
wife and children, and his removal is a gain rather than a loss to them. 
As a matter of fact, the majority of these people do not work at all, 
but spend everything they can get on drink, and take and pawn for 
drink the food, furniture, and everything in their homes on which they 
can lay hands. Out of all the inebriates that have up to now been 
committed to the Reformatory, I do not know of a single instance in 
which the family suffered in any way from the absence of the inebriate. 
In quite a number of cases the opposite occurred, the family of the 
inebriate, relieved from the strain caused by his intemperance, rose 
to a better position, and, where the inebriate continued sober after his 
release, the whole family attained to a comfort and prosperity that Was 
altogether unknown before. 

I would also wish to see sentences for the full term of three years 
more frequently imposed, as such sentences give better prospects of a 
complete and lasting change being effected in the habits of the inebriate. 
Then, too, the longer sentences allow the inebriate the advantage of 
being gradually released on licence. If it were not for this provision 
of the Statutory Regulation allowing out on licence after eighteen months 
inmates who are judged to have recovered sufficient self-control, the 
objection to the imposition of the longer sentences would have more 
force. 

If, however, those inmates who, after having been discharged on 
the expiration of their sentence, relapsed, and again committed a 
criminal offence as a result of drink, were recommitted to the 
Reformatory for longer, or gradually lengthening periods, I would not 
complain so much of the short terms of twelve or eighteen months, 

l 2 
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but during the past year no case of this kind was recommitted. This 
is much to be regretted, for on the one hand the relapse is often due 
to the inadequate length of the first term of detention, and there is 
then a chance that a further term may result in the recovery of 
sufficient will-power, and, on the other hand, there is the beneficial 
result likely to follow from the inebriate realizing on his discharge that 
he will, almost certainly, be recommitted in the event of his again 
committing a criminal offence due to drink. Most inebriates are long 
accustomed to short terms of imprisonment, and are in no way deterred 
by such punishments. Indeed, these short terms of imprisonment 
seem only to whet their appetite for more drink. With those, however, 
Who have been a long time in the Reformatory, and who have reason 
to fear that a relapse into drink and crime will bring about their deten- 
tion for another lengthy period, it is quite different, for, besides the 
fact that they have usually acquired more self-control, and a clearer 
judgment, they are practically given a choice between abandoning 
drink voluntarily, or incurring the risk of being committed for some 
resultant crime, and thus compelled to enforced abstinence in the 
Reformatory. Quite recently, ail inebriate who had been nearly four 
years at liberty, and had remained a total abstainer during all that time, 
reverted to his drinking habits, was sent to prison, continued to drink 
on his release, and was evidently again starting on his former downward 
course, until he found that steps would be taken to have him sent back 
to the Reformatory, if he should again commit any offence that would 
render him liable to be dealt with under the Inebriates Act. He then 
took the pledge with promises of amendment, and, so far at least, has 
kept it. Nor is this the only instance in which a salutary fear of 
recommittal to the Reformatory has been efficacious in saving inebriates 
from relapsing into drink ; even during the last few weeks, one, or two 
occurrences of this kind came under my notice. When, however, 
inebriates find out that others who were in the Reformatory are drinking, 
and committing criminal offences, and are, nevertheless, receiving only 
short terms of imprisonment, they assume that they may do likewise, 
and still be immune from any danger of recommittal. If, on the contrary, 
it was the general practice that discharged inebriates who commit 
offences coming within the scope of the First Section of the Inebriates 
Act, Were at once recommitted, the dread of incurring such certain 
penalty would restrain many from taking drink, and the presence of 
recommittals in the Reformatory would be an example, and a warning 
to. others. I am glad, however, to say that definite steps will in future 
be taken to have all those discharged inmates who become again liable 
to be dealt with under the First Section of the Inebriates Act, re- 
committed, whenever possible. What I have said in regard to discharged 
inebriates not being recommitted does not apply to those who relapsed 
while on licence, as the latter have in all such cases, had their licence 
revoked, and were sent back for the remainder of their sentences. 

A period of nearly six years has now elapsed since the first inebriate 
was discharged, and, during these six years ended 31st December. 
1906, the numbers discharged were : —

A marked improvement was noticed in some discharged inmates 
who are here classed as relapsed, but not of such a kind as would justify 
their being counted amongst those doing well. Of those who are dead, 
five did well up to the time of their death, one was discharged from the 
Reformatory owing to ill-health, a short time after his committal, 
and died a few days later in hospital, and two were again drinking. 
One of the three females committed to the Lunatic Asylum Was found 
to be insane on her committal to the Reformatory, another who had 
many previous convictions, and had been twice in an asylum, became 
insane during detention, and had to be sent to an asylum, and the third 
Was committed to an asylum shortly after her discharge. The male 
who is in a Lunatic Asylum was sent there some months after leaving 
the Reformatory. He Was always of weak intellect, and his whole 
family was affected with insanity. 

The period during which some of these inmates have been at liberty 
is not very long, and, consequently, the change wrought in their lives 
cannot with any degree of certainty be looked upon as permanent, 
but, iii a great many cases the inebriates doing well have left the 
Reformatory from two to almost six years, and the change in their 
case must be regarded as more lasting. 

It is with much regret I have to report that a few of those who 
were a considerable time at liberty, and were doing well, relapsed during 
the past year, though some of them took the pledge almost immediately, 
and are again giving satisfaction. With regard to these cases, however, 
I do not think that their falling back into their habits of drink is any 
proof that the Reformatory treatment is a failure, any more than 
that the surgical operation performed on a broken limb can be disparaged 
because it happens to be broken again in two or three years time. 
The Reformatory aims at the restoration of the inebriate, and at so 
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strengthening their will power as to enable them to resist, if they 
choose, the temptation of drink. It may lessen the force of the 
temptation, but it cannot remove the temptation itself, which will 
always remain. When, however, a man or woman who, before 
detention in the Reformatory, was hardly ever sober, abstains from 
drink or drunkenness for two, three and four years after leaving the 
institution, it is quite evident that they must have recovered sufficient 
will-power to enable them to do so, and, if at the end of that period, 
they again begin to drink, it is, in the beginning at least, by their own 
deliberate and wilful act, and is not in any Way due to the failure of 
the Reformatory system. 

It is rather remarkable that in some three or four instances inebriates 
who immediately on their discharge, apparently in the joy and excite- 
ment of release, indulged in drink, afterwards pulled themselves up, 
and have since done exceedingly well. Owing to these temporary 
lapses, and to the fact that the reports received of some others showed 
their stability to be somewhat doubtful, a number of inebriates Were 
last year classed as relapses, who, on account of the satisfactory reports 
received of them, have been this year included amongst the number of 
those doing Well. 

In looking over the subsequent information in regard to those 
discharged, one cannot but notice the marked influence for good or 
evil that is exercised over the inebriates by the conditions and surround- 
ings to which they return. When inebriates go to sober and respectable 
homes, or remove into localities that take them away from their former 
associations, they generally do well, but when they return to homes 
where their husbands or wives or other relatives are drinking they are 
almost sure to fall back into habits of intemperance. In the case of a 
Woman who left the Reformatory during the past year, I found that 
she remained steady for a considerable time, until her husband, who, 
to judge from his correspondence, and even the reports I received, 
was a model of sobriety, had been drinking for over a Week. In another 
even more striking case a woman relapsed during the past twelve months 
after having persevered for nearly three years, although her husband 
had been drinking and ill-treating her all that time. In the case of 
young unmarried men, and women, particularly, when there is 
drunkenness in their homes, I always have more hope of their 
perseverance when they go entirely away from their old surroundings. 
The poverty, misery, and squalor of the inebriates’ homes is also very 
frequently a cause of their relapse. 

The inebriates who returned to Dublin appear to have done better 
than anywhere else, in fact fourteen of those doing well belong to that 
city. 

Quite a number of kind friends and societies have given us very 
useful and much-needed assistance in our Work, by looking after the 
discharged inmates, and helping and encouraging them in every possible 
way. Amongst those who deserve particular mention are, The Inebriates 
Reformation and After-care Association, the Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Children, the Irish Temperance League, the Prisoners’ 
Aid Societies, the Pastors of the Inebriates, Mr. John Bolton (Agent 
for Discharged Prisoners), and many others, to whose devoted efforts 
the happy results obtained are in great measure due. 

I regret to record the death during the year of Mr. T. G. Stacpoole 
Mahon, who was Chairman of the Visiting Committee since that body 
was first appointed in 1901, and who was always most regular in his 
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attendance at the meetings of the Committee, and gave very valuable 
assistance and advice in the management of the Reformatory. 

The conduct of the Officers has been excellent during the year. 

Good results have been obtained from the School instructions given 
to the inmates. 

There Was no escape or attempt at escape during the year. 

An alteration has been made in the colour and material of the dress 
and cape worn by the female inmates on Sundays, and when out for 
walks, with a view of giving them a smarter and more respectable 
appearance. 

The produce of the garden was good, and allowed of a considerable 
quantity of vegetables being sold, besides providing for all the require- 
ments of the Reformatory. Both the garden and grounds have been 
kept in the best order possible throughout the year.

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Extracts . from the ROMAN CATHOLIC CHAPLAIN’S Report. 


The Ennis State Reformatory is conducted strictly in accordance 
with the spirit that called it into existence. Whilst discipline _ is 
maintained, the prevailing tone in the management of the Institution 
is kindliness and consideration, and a desire to appeal to the better 
feeling of the inmates, to lift them up, to encourage them to rise “ from 
their dead selves to higher things.” Everything is done to make the 
appearance of the surroundings bright and cheerful. The inmates, 
With very few exceptions, are doing really well, and respond to the 
charitable and kindly feelings that characterise the management of 
the Reformatory. Very frequently ordinary prison life only hardens 
the criminal. Detention in the Reformatory here has, as far as I know, 
no such effect. The inmates for the most part leave with grateful 
feelings towards those who are responsible for the conduct of the 
institution, and with . the best resolutions for the future. Good 
resolutions are not always proof against strong temptation, but I think 
the percentage of those leaving the Reformatory thoroughly reformed, 
is high. The Catholic inmates show 1 themselves very grateful for the 
ministrations of the f Catholic Clergy, and for the visits of the Sisters of 
Mercy. 


Extracts from the PRESBYTERIAN CHAPLAIN’S Report. 

There are at present three inmates under my charge at the Inebriate 
Reformatory — one male and two females. The former is a young man, 
21 years of age, and was admitted to the Reformatory about six months 
ago. He Was then suffering from the effects of frequent bouts of 
drinking, and was greatly run down in health ; but thanks to enforced 
abstinence from the drink, and the healthful mode of life and work 
adopted at the Reformatory, he has increased considerably in weight, 
and is enjoying the best of health. What is better still, he seems to 
have regained something of his lost manhood, and is resolved to live 
a very different life. He sees what a world of difference there is between 
the sober, wholesome, regular life he is now living, and the life of 
drunken debauchery which had become habitual. It is a great matter 
that he has been sent to the Reformatory while still young ; it will 
be much easier to break the bonds of evil habit now than it would be 
years later. 

One of the women has been almost eighteen months in the 
Reformatory, and, as far as I can judge, she has made real progress in 
every way. She is stronger and healthier, takes a brighter and more 
hopeful view of life, and is determined with Divine help to have done 
with the drink. She is an intelligent person, and has regained her 
self respect, and will, I hope and believe, do well when she returns to 
her home on licence. 

The other woman is rather frail and delicate, and is getting old. 
I believe she has made progress towards self-control, and I can only 
hope her detention at the Reformatory will not be in vain. 

Of the four females discharged about eighteen months ago, one, 
I regret to say, died a short time ago from pneumonia , the others are 
at present doing well. One of them writes occasionally to me, and she 
declares she never thinks of the drink, and nothing will ever induce 
her to touch it again. I saw her last September, and she Was the 
picture of health and happiness. Fortunately for her, her home-life 
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is pleasant and helpful. Her brother, with whom she lives, is kind, 
agreeable, and sober, so that she has every reason to do well. 

And here I would like to emphasise the importance of pleasant 
liome-surroundings, as I consider it a most important factor in helping 
the released inmate to live a sober life. There can be no doubt that such 
a person requires very wise and careful handling after the return to the 
home, and if things are made pleasant, and the inmates are kind and 
considerate, it will be a great help and stimulus to a right life. On 
the other hand, where the husband or wife of the released inmate is 
unkind, morose, or addicted to occasional bouts of drinking, there is 
certain to be friction, with the result that a relapse to the drink is 
almost inevitable. 

My experience as chaplain confirms me in the conviction that this 
is a most vital matter in the reformation of those who have been 
detained in the Reformatory, and it cannot be too strongly enforced 
upon the attention of those who really desire to reap the fruits of the 
Reformatory treatment. Again and again it has been found that the 
good effects of that treatment have been undone by friction and 
unpleasantness in the home-life. 

In conclusion I wish to utter a Word of appreciation of the kindly 
interest taken in the Protestant women by the Honorable Miss Butler, 
whose frequent visits have had a very helpful influence, and are greatly 
appreciated. 

The clergyman who held the post of Church of Ireland Chaplain

Extracts from the MEDICAL OFFICER’S Report. 


During the year the health of the inmates of the Reformatory has 
been good, and the improvement in their general appearance, tempera- 
ment, and demeanour remarkable. 

It is much to be Tegretted that this is not more appreciated by the 
general public and many more of those who are a source of misery to 
themselves, and their families made amenable under the Act, and 
the advantages of the Reformatory availed of, especially during the 
early stages of a career of intemperance. It is hard to expect that an 
individual who has led a life of debauchery for ten years and upwards 
could be permanently weaned from intemperate habits in one or two 
years if at the termination of such period they return to their past 
associates and temptations. 

Should there be any hope of reformation in such cases, I am strongly 
of opinion that a period of licence after leaving the Reformatory is 
highly essential as a check to any tendency of succumbing to temptation, 
and assists in the efforts of self-control. This is not feasible with short 
sentences. 

One inmate (a female) Was discharged before the termination of her 
sentence owing to ill-health. 

There have been no cases of infectious or contagious disease, insanity, 
attempted suicide or death. 

Narcotics were not required. 

The dietary and water supply have been good and satisfactory. 
The various apartments have been well ventilated, and suitably heated. 

The bedding and clothing have been ample. The bathing 
accommodation and the sanitary arrangements have been satisfactory. 

The records of the previous and family histories, mental condition, 
and health on reception of each inmate have been carefully kept. 

The health of the officers has been good.

Extracts from the Annual Report of the Belfast Prison Gate 
Mission for Women for Year ended 1st May, 1906. 

The Committee have pleasure in submitting their Report to the 
subscribers and friends of the Belfast Prison Gate Mission for Women 
for the year ending 1st May, 1906. 

In doing so they desire to record their thankfulness for the favour 
and Divine blessing that has rested upon the work amongst these 
women and friendless girls during the past twelve months. It has been 
a time of encouragement, and the testimony of those who have passed 
through the Home indicate that the work has resulted in special blessing. 
Miss Lillie, the lady Superintendent, writes that the year has been a very 
successful one. One hundred women have passed through the Home, 
and in a number of cases the influence of the Mission has been 
productive of much, and, we trust, lasting good. Several women have 
been restored to their homes, and for others, situations have been found, 
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and satisfactory reports have been received. I am thankful to say 
that a number of young girls have come to the Home asking and 
receiving admission, telling how tired they were of their evil life. 

While there is cause for thankfulness, there is also cause for regret, 
that so many come and go without having, so far as we can see, 
received any benefit. We can only trust that the good seed sown by 
faithful Christians, who offer salvation to all who will receive it, may 
yet bring forth abundance of fruit. 

The women discharged from the Prison Gate every morning are 
visited by Miss Wallace, who has been kindly acting as a special 
missionary to the wives and mothers who have been discharged. She 
has had many good cases, and reports most hopefully of the homes 
she has visited. 

The women continue to voluntarily take advantage of the Home, 
and to manifest their gratitude for the help received. Every bed has 
been occupied, and if funds were forthcoming the work could be 
•extended. The friends of the Mission, and the Lady Superintendent, 
have used all the influence possible for the benefit of these women. 


Extracts from the Annual Report of the Dublin Catholic 
Discharged Female Prisoners Aid Society for the year 
ended 30th April, 1906. 

On the Silver Jubilee of the Institution, it is fitting to look back on 
the satisfactory results of work done, and the steady growth thereof. 
The Committee take the opportunity of thanking all benefactors for 
their valuable assistance. Without their help the 2,158 girls who have 
passed through the Home, would never have had the chance of regaining 
their self-respect, and becoming useful members of society. At least 
sixty-five per cent, have been satisfactory, which is a good record. 

A great deal of the success of these last few years is due to the four 
Sisters of St. Vincent de Paul, who are in charge of the Home, and to 
whom the Committee are very grateful. Since their advent, one great 
change has taken place. It has not been necessary to emigrate the 
girls after their eighteen months probation : they are placed by the 
Sisters in England or here, and remain in touch with, and under the 
influence of, the Home. 

Seeing the satisfactory state of the funds, the Committee have 
thought well to extend their efforts, and have taken over, as part of 
their work, the Holy Family Home, 7 Synnott Place, which was started 
two years ago by some ladies, many of whom belonged also to this 
Committee, one of whom, Miss R. Ffrench, lives in Synnott Place, 
and devotes herself to this Work. It is the same work of rescue, and 
assisting discharged prisoners, but deals with other than first offenders. 
Already 178 women have been helped, some as extern daily workers, 
and the remainder as interns. The same ladies visit the prison for 
both Homes, and try to place the women in whichever Home suits their 
case. Every effort is made to get these poor people to go into the old- 
established refuges, but, in some cases, they have children or relatives 
depending upon them,, and can only take extern Work, In no case is 
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extern work given to girls without some valid reason for their not 
coming into the Home. The working of this second Home is much 
most difficult, owing to the fact that the inmates are old offenders, 
and, therefore, more difficult to reclaim. 

During the past year at Henrietta Street, forty girls were received 
at the Home ; one emigrated, fourteen were sent to situations in Ireland, 
six to situations in England, one died, seven Were sent away, nine left 
of their own accord, three sent home, four sent to institutions, twenty- 
two assisted on leaving prison. 


Extracts from the Annual Report of the Limerick Discharged 
Prisoners Aid Society for the Year ended 30th June, 1906. 

Your Committee, in submitting the Tenth Annual Report of the 
Society, are glad to be able to state that they were enabled during the 
past year to assist all deserving cases recommended to them, and they 
hereby thank all those who kindly subscribed to the funds of the 
Society. 

Every help in their work was given by the Chaplain, Governor, 
and other Officials of the Prison , also, by the Clergy, the Constabulary, 
and Officials of similar societies elsewhere. 

During the year, from the 1st July, 1905, to 30th June, 1906 — 
the cases of thirty-four Discharged Prisoners were considered , twenty- 
eight men and four women have been helped in various ways , two 
men who were recommended for help did not apply for it. 

Generally speaking, the aid given was in the Way of supplying 
necessary clothing, tools, and so forth, sending persons to their own 
localities, or to localities in which work was likely to be obtained. 
A good many of the persons helped are known to be at their usual 
avocations ; others have been lost sight of. It is not desirable that too 
close inquiry should be made about them, as such inquiry may lead 
to loss of employment. 

The cases also include three women from Ennis Inebriate 
Reformatory, who are being looked after since their discharge by Miss 
Davis, the Lady Superintendent of the Reformatory. There are grounds 
to hope that, in these cases, a permanent reformation will result. 


Extracts from Annual Report of the Waterford Discharged 
Prisoners Aid Society for the Year ended 31st December, 
1906. 

During the year 1906 we have rendered assistance to nine prisoners, 
viz., six men and three women — but besides these our attention has 
been called to released prisoners from other towns, and our work has 
become more extended, and our intercourse with kindred associations 
increased, and we have to acknowledge the assistance we have received 
from helpers in other towns looking after prisoners that have removed 
from Waterford — also We have very satisfactory accounts from prisoners 
we assisted in former years. 
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Extracts from the Annual Report of the Clonmel Discharged 
Prisoners Aid Society for Year 1906-7. 

The above Society was established at a Public Meeting held in the 
Town Hall, Clonmel, on the 18th May, 1906, the object being to make 
arrangements to assist Prisoners confined in the Goal at Clonmel under 
the Borstal System, which aims at continuing Reformatory treatment 
after the age of sixteen in the case of lads who have been sentenced 
to not less than nine months imprisonment, and thus rescuing them from 
the ranks of habitual crime. The Juvenile Adults dealt with under 
the system are from all parts of Ireland, and there were in the Prison 
boys from Dublin (9), Londonderry (5), Antrim (4), Cork (2), Louth (1), 
Sligo (1), King’s County (1), Waterford (1), Galway (1), Kilkenny (1), 
and Tipperary (1), in all 27. 

The ages were from seventeen to twenty, and the Religious 
Denominations — Roman Catholics, 18 ; Protestant Episcopalian, 8 ; 
and Presbyterian, 1. It will be seen from these facts that the Society 
is not merely local in its work, nor denominational in character, and 
ought to receive financial support from all parts of the country. 

During the year only five of the boys imprisoned under the system 
were discharged from custody. The sentences they underwent varied 
from nine to eighteen calendar months, and during the period of 
confinement they were treated in a Way that offered every possible 
inducement to them to become respectable members of society in the 
future. They had the advantage daily of physical drill, and of instruction 
in scho d 1. They also had lectures delivered to them at intervals by the 
respective Chaplains, and had an opportunity of acquiring a knowledge 
of carpentry, gardening, etc., to which it is now proposed to add another 
trade. In each instance before the discharge of a boy careful inquiries 
were made in the locality from which he came, and such assistance was 
afforded to him as the Committee deemed most suitable. One boy 
was assisted to emigrate to friends in America upon the strong 
recommendation of his parish Clergyman. The Committee considered 
this an exceptional case, and would perfer, when possible, to give aid 
in some other direction. Two other boys were provided with employ- 
ment, and, so far, appear to be doing well. In a fourth case an offer 
Was made to the prisoner to procure Work for him away from his native 
place, as the information received by the Committee as a result of their 
inquiries showed that there could be very little hope of his amendment 
there. He refused, however, to avail himself of this offer, and was then 
informed that if upon his return home he showed a disposition to 
conduct himself well in future he would receive assistance. . Up to the 
present, unfortunately, the Committee have not been justified in 
affording him aid, but the case is still receiving attention. A fifth boy 
was re-arrested on discharge, and of course in this instance the Society 
could do nothing. 

Of the twenty-seven boys under the Borstal System in Clonmel, 
seven were not previously convicted, seven were previously convicted 
once, three twice, four thrice, five four times, and one seven times. 

The experience in England has been very encouraging, a large 
number of young prisoners having become reformed, owing mainly 
to being carefully looked after on discharge, and to the opportunity 
afforded them while in prison of becoming efficient in some employment 
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which, enabled them to earn a livelihood. An agreeable feature is that no 
matter how many times a boy may have been convicted, even of serious 
crimes, his reformation need not be despaired of. There have been 
instances in which criminals repeatedly sentenced to imprisonment 
for such a crime as burglary have been reformed owing to the care 
taken of them in prison and afterwards. 

When the Society was formed there were only a few juvenile adults 
in Clonmel, while now there are twenty-two, and the number is likely 
to increase. The funds subscribed are as yet small, and to enable 
the Society to do effective work it is necessary that it should receive 
iubstantial support.
